Salaries Too Low for Saving. 
Attention was also called to the fact that 
the salaries paid were seldom sufficient to 
admit of laying aside anything for old age; 
especially in Washington, where the expehse 
@f living is now out of all proportion {8 the 
compensation received. The average salary 
paid by the government is $1,072 annually, 
Which is not sufficient, according to the re- 
port, for persons incumbered with the re- 
Sponsibilities and obligations of family ties. 
The report proposed that through the de- 
Guctions from the pay of employés a suffi- 
Clent sum-showkd be set aside'to provide for 
annuities upon retirement. Of course the 
sovernment would have to render assistance 
in the beginning, amounting, say in 1910, to 
$725,110, and steadily increasing for thirty 
years, when it would reach its maximum of 
$1,746,561, and decreasing from that time 
until 1977, when further appropriations 
Would be unnecessary. This scheme was 
limited in its application to employés tn 
Washington. Mr. Roosevelt did not propose 
SRY action for the civil service of the entire 
country. 


Taft Directs Close Inquiry. 

President Taft thus has gone farther in this 
Matter than his predecessor. He says he is 
Mrongly convinced that no other practical 
Selution of the difficulties presented by the 
superannuation of civil servants can be found 
than that of a sy stem of civil pensions.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—Disquieting 
new: received from Nicaragua at the state 
dejvitment from official and unofficis!

dangcr of an attack by President Zelaya’s 
fo.ces being made on Bluefields, where there 
are ic0 Americans, resulted’in orders being 
sent by wireless to the protected cruiser 
Tacoma, with ten guns on board and a ful! 
corrp'cment of bluejackets, to proceed under 
fuli sveam to Bluefieids, there to join the 
Des Alcines and await further orders. 

The Frairte, now at Philadelphia, has been 
orucres to take on board 700 marines under 
the cummand of Col. Biddle and steam as 
80.2 a3 posgible to Colon. The importance 
anu éignificance of these orders are mini- 
mized at the state department, where it is 
said the Tacoma has been instructed to look 
out {or American interests at Bluefields. 

The inost that would be admitted as to the 
missicn of these vessels was that if any 
evenivahty should make it necessary to use 
maiines or sailors on shore they would be 
in readiness for such enfergency. 


Fear Ruse by Zelaya. 

The news that Zelaya probably would avoid 
an engagement at Rama and, making a de 
‘tour, would strike Bluefields, the headquar- 
ters of the revolutionary army and pro- 
visional government, was received in official!

immediately a conference was held in the

ZELAYA OUTWITS ESTRADA. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.) 

BLUEFIELDS, Nicaragua, Dec. 11,—Ze- 
laye has outwitted Estrada and now threat- 
ens to attack Bluefields, the headquarters of 
the provisional government. While the little 
force of the dictator, which was supposed to 
be his entire army, was negotiating terms for 
surrender at Rama, a much larger force was 
advancing on thie cHy and now is within 
etriking distance. 

Inhabitants of Bluefields are panic stricken 
at the possibility of an attack, and with Ze- 
laya, are placing their hope on timely aid 
by the United States. American citizens here 
have been assured that bluejackets from the 
cruiser Des Moines can be landed within an 
hour to protect their lives if necessary, 

It now is known that the conference sought 
by Gen. Vasquez of the Zelayan troops near 
Rame, and which the ineurgente had inter- 
preted es a sign of yielding on the part of 
Zelaya’s troops, was @ blind intended to 
secure a delay of the expected battle until the 
loyal army had secured a decided advantage 
of position.

COURT NAMES A RECEIVER. 


Officers of Mail Order Concern Hope 
to Reorganize. 


Lyon Bros., a wholesale merchandise and 
mail order concern established in 1872, was 
placed in the hands of the Central Trust com- 
pany as receiver late yesterday afternoon. 

The liabilities were put at something over 
$600,000 and the assets at $400,000 in the peti- 
tion on which Judge Landis appointed the re- 
ceiver. The receiver took charge of the 
assets, giving a $25,000 bond. 

The concern is a $900,000 corporation, the 
capital stock being held largely by David T’. 
Lyon, president, Mark T. Lyon, secretary 
and treasurer, and A. H. Lyon, who lives in 
New York and is chief buyer. Its place of 
business is at 246-252 Madison street, run- 
ning through to Monroe. 

Officers of the company and counsel for 
the petitioning creditors said at night that 
an attempt would be made to reorgenize. 
President Liyon admitted that the firm had 
been handicapped for a considerable time by 
lack of capital. 

This situation was blamed for difficuities 
in which the concern found itself two years 
ago, when, with debts of nearly $1,000,Wu0, 
creditors granted an extension of time. 
Joseph W. Moses of Moses, Rosenthal & Ken- 
nedy, counsel for the company, said two- 
thirds of these debts were Bettled. The pay- 
ment of this money, coupled with a year of 
high prices and bad business, forced present 
difficulties, Mr. Moses said. 


Three Petitioning Creditors. 


The firms which signed the petition in bank- 
ruptcy and the amounts of the specific claims 
on which they base their proceedings are: 

American Cutlery company, 191 Mather street: 
claim of $1,899.30. 

Central Rubber company, 84 Lake street; 
$102.20, 


Chicago Rubber company, 207 East Madison 
street; $1,770.96, 

The usual acts of bankruptcy, sech as the 
payment of claims to preferred creditors, are 
charged in the petitions, filed by the law 
firm of Newman, Northrop, Levinson & 
Becker, as grounds for the bankruptcy action. 

** Lyon Brothers are in debt to our concern 
to the extent of something like $4,000,” said 
Isaac Hirsch, president of the American Cut- 
lery company. “ The bankruptcy action was 
decided upon when we thought it bécame 
necessary. Further than that I would not 
care to discuss the proceedings. I will say, 
however, that only.the usual acts of bank- 
ruptey are charged and there are no fraud 
accusations er anything of that sensational] 
eharacter.” 

Friendly Move, Says Attorney, 

8S. O. Levinson as counsel for the receiver 
sald: 

“The action is of a friendly character,’’ 
said Mr. Levinson. “ Creditors of the con- 
cern got together with the membars of the 
corporation and endeavored to reach an 
agreement upon what should be done. The 
fact that the company is, technically at least, 
insolvent made bankruptcy action the only 
protective proceedings. I do not expect that 
the receivership will last more than two or 
three months, for reorganization plans are 
already in process. 

“ The assets will be marshaled and sold to 
the new firm when itis formed. Lyon Broth- 
ers were hit hard in the panic of 1907. They 
were in debt, at its close, to the extent of 
$1,100,000, but they have reduced that in- 
debtedness to about §600,000.”" 

The fact that the holiday season is on, and 
that certain éreditors may interfere with the 
holiday business by attachment suite and 
other so-called unfriendly actions is set forth 
in the petition for a receiver to show the ne- 
cessity of a receiver being appointed. The an- 
nual business of the firm during the last ten 
years has been something like $2,000,000. 


Points in the Petition. 


In the petition for a receiver, filed with the 
bankruptcy petition, the creditors say of the 
corporation: 

“ Lyon Brothers Is and for more than six 
months last past has been wholly insolvent, 
that ite direct and absolute WMabilities for 
moneys borrowed and for merchandise pur- 
chased is over $600,000; that your petitioners 
fear that the indebtedness will exceed that 
amount; that its assets so far as your peti- 
tioners are informed and believe do not ex- 
ceed the sum of $400,000; that Lyon Broth- 
ers is a corporation organized under the laws 
of the state of Illinois; that it ise capitalized 
for $900,000, and that its capital is divided 
into 9.000 shares of stock of the par value 
of $100 each, 4,000 belng preferred stock and 
5,000 common stock..: 

“That Lyon Brothers is engaged in the 
general merchandising business and as job- 
bers and wholesalers and through catalogue 
and mail order departments deals largely in 
furnishing goods, hosiery, notiona, holiday 
goods, novelties, and a large number of other 
lines of merchandise.” 


Allege Preferred Payments, 


The petitioning creditors state further that 
within four months $50,000 has been paid to 
certain creditors while the company has been 
insolvent. Promissory notes held by the Chi- 
cago Rubber company are secured by eight 
and two-tenths shares of Lyon Bros.’ stock. 
This stock is alleged to be “‘ of no value what- 
soever.”’ 

“ Lyon Brothers will continue to do busi- 
ness and will reorganize,”’ said President 
Lyon. “ We got into a tight hole at the time 
of the panic and only by hard work were we 
able to keep up. We were so crippled by our 
sacrifices then that now when our business 
has expanded and the country is in good 
shape, we have been unable to go ahead be- 
cause of insufficient capital. 

“The proceedings in court are merely a 
preliminary to a reorganization. A receiver- 
ship enables us to continue our business

To reinstate Shippy it will be necessary for 
one of the present inspectors to step down 
and out, and Clancy, according to “inside 
information,” is to be the man selected for 
retirement. 

Clancy, like most policemen, doesn’t want 
to quit. He says he is fit physically and 
every other way to perform the duties for 
many years to come Be that as it may, 


the inspector is to be given an opportunity 
of resigning. And should he refuse to hand 


find a way to retire him to private life. 

Clancy invited criticism upon himeelf by 
the evidence he gave in the McCann case.. 

Clancy has been a policeman nearly thirty 
years. He was taken into the Chicago de 
partment at the time of the annexation of 
the town of Lake. Through his political 
backers, Tom Carey and Tom Gahan, who 
were powerful in stockyards affairs, he rose 
rapidly in the department.

Warning Given Again. 

“While the gross illegality of the unbal- 
anced bid submitted by the M. H. MeGovern 
company must have been apparent to any 
one, the officials intrusted with the duty of 
protecting the interests of the public had 
the matter plainly called to their attention 
from still another source. Attached to the 
McGovern conttact on file In the controjjer’s 
office is a typewritten memorendum bearing 
date June 10, 1908, which sets forth cbhjections 
raised by the controller's office to certain 
features of the contract. This reads, in pert, 
as follows: 

‘* * While the attached contract may protect 
the city’s interests as far as possibile under 
existing conditions, it appears tq be go word- 
ed as to be open to criticiam. Contract price 
fer repairs of “wearing surface’ is $1.75 per 
square yard, while the price named for re- 
pa requiring both ‘“‘wearing surface'’ and 
six inches Portland cement cencrete founda- 
tion. is but 1 cent per square yard.

‘This hurried payment of reserve was made 
in spite of the fact that the McGovern com- 
pany had, according to city officials. done a 
large amount of work for which it had not 
been pald ané@ for which it apparently ex- 
pected payment. ‘The nature of the work for 
which payment was withheld was explained 
by the superintendent of streets in a report 
made to Commissioner Hanberg on Aug. 6, 
1908, three days before the warrant for the 
$61,987 of reserve was issued, as follows: 

“* The contractor, Mr. M. H. MeGovern, 
since he. began work this year, haseput in. 
approximately, 78,5128 square yards of class 
A and 210 square yards of class B pavement. 
Of this amount he was only paié for $1,287 
square yards of class A and 210 square yards 
of class B, leaving a balance of 47,226 square 
yards for maintenance work. There is also 
an item of work done last year in the way of 
maintenance which amounted. to 14.805 
square yards, making a total amount of 
main‘enance work of 62081 square yards. 
Of this amount 8.903 is directly chargeable 
to the maintenance of “ patches "' put in last 
year under this contract, the balance being 
work required to turn the entire street over 
to the city in good condition at the expiration 
of the contract.’ 

“ There was no provision in the city’s con- 
tract with the McGovern company which 
specifically required that company to turn 
the entire street over fo the city in. good 
condition at the expiration of the contract, 

not was there any mention of maintenance 
work in the contract. 


Questions the Payment. 

“On Alg. 10, the same day that the McGov- 
ern compehy casted the warrant for $61 987 
covering its neserve; it wrote to the commis- 
sioner of public :'werks about the sum of 
$117,304, which it aileged was still due it 
under the contrdct. In this letter M. H. Me- 
Govern stated that itemized bilis covering 
this additional work had been rendered to the 
city. .Shortly afterward the McGovern com- 
pany imstituted a guit against the city to 
collect {ts claim for $117,304. 

“Te it. was the aim of the department of 
public works to protect the city from this 
claim it is difficult to understand why, when 
ite officials ‘kriew that this claim was pend- 
ing, they permitted the $61,987 of reserve go 
be turned over to the claimant. Why did 
not’ Commissioner Hanberg or Deputy Com- 
missioner Redieske, before the payment of 
the $61,987 of reserve was approved, inform 
the city controller that the contractor had 
done a large amount of work for which he 
in order that the con- 
troller might protect the city by requiring 
the M. H. McGovern company to sign a re- 
ceipt specifically renouncing .all Surther 
claims upon the city under the contract? 


New Contract Awardef.

Re- 
cently it has been announced. that it is the 
intention. of the McGovern company to re 
new its suit to collect its $117,394 claim. 

“ Recently ‘Commissioner . Hanberg in- 
fermed the Citisens’ association that until 

‘along in the fall of 1908 * he had-been un- 
aware. that the original as a repair ap- 
propriation of $50,000 had been exceeded, but 
that happening’ about that time fo’ inquire 
as to how much money there was !n the wheel 
tax fund, he had been astonished to learn 
that the greater part of the fund hed been 
paid tothe McGovern:compaty. 

This statement. does not seent to harmon- 
ike fully with the fact that the two vouchers, 
above, mentioned, paid by the city controller 
on Gept. 24, 1908, amounting to more than 
$24,000, were approved by Mr. Hanberg in 
person, ahd that these vouchers showed op 
their face that work amounting to $147,000 
had. already been done by the McGovern 
company under its contract. At any rate, if

No Profit in New Contract? 

A discovery tn connection with the contract 
which McGovern's company holds for the 
street repairs up to Dec, 31 of this year, at 87 
cents per square yard, is that the records of 
the department of public works show little 
work done under that contract. 

Experts said during the day that the infer- 
ence to be drawn from these figures is that 
Mr. McGovern did not find it profitable to do 
resurfacing for 87 cents, for the records of 
the department show that although the con- 
tract was awarded Oct. 4, 1908, and the 
weather remained warm all through Novem- 
ber, McGovern only worked eight days at re- 
pairing streets, and his tota] bill was ouly e 
trifle over $2,400. 

Much of the wheel tax fund for 1908 appears 
to have been spent by the street department, 
and part of it has gone towards the purchase 
of steam rollers and other tools necessary for 
the work. 


GIRL ATTACKED, AND SLAIN; 
NEIGHBOR UNDER ARREST. 


Young Man Is Held by Police Following 
Discovery of Little Detroit Child’s 
Body in a Truck Yard. 


Detroit, Mich., Dec. 11.—After working all 
day upon the mysterious murder. of 13 year 
old Helen Brown, whose body was found half 
frozen today. in.a truck yard on Jones sireet, 
and having gathered in a score of suspects 
who were quickly: released, the police to- 
night held only one prisoner on suspicion in 
connection with the case. 

The prisoner is a ‘young man who has been 
a neighbor of the Browns but who declares 
he never knew the child. who was killed. He 
has a witness who gives him ar alibi, ac- 
eounting for all of his time from noon yes- 
terday up to the time of the finding of the 
body. 

But ‘the police assert that their prisoner 
was arrested two years. ago in connection 
with an.attack on an 8, year old girl, al- 
though no case was made out against him at 
that time.

Many of those who sped homewards with 
the meat and vegetables could not speak 
English, but their gratitude was told silent- 
ly apd just as eloquently In other ways. The 
butchers cut generously, a simple checking 
system having been put in effect by Mr. Mul- 
lenbach in order that @ record might be od- 
tained of those who received meat In order 
that the distribution would be equable and 
then Insure against advantages being taken 
by any persons who might be unscrupulous 
enough to attempt to get meat free while 
palpably able to pay for it. 

But the meat was in front of the people 
with no chance of their missing it. Seventy- 
two portions of meat were dispensed during 
the first hour. an average of more than one 
order,a minute. 
been filled. Supt. Mullenbach enlisted a 
corps of trustworthy messengers to carry 
meat to people who were unable to come for 
it. He estimated that by 10 o'clock in the 
evening every needy family in Cherry was 
supplied with meat for immediate consump- 
tion. 


All Needy Are Provided For. 

The prime feature of the distribution was 
that not only the persons on the official list 
of the Red Cross—the persons from whose 
families members were lost in the mine 
disaster—but the out of work families of 
Cherry were supplied in accordance with 
the special stipulation of THE Trisuns. 
The out of work families are obliged to shift 
for themselves except in exceptional in- 
stan and have been ineligible to the bene- 
fits of the Red Cross. Consequently here- 
tofore they have failed to receive any help 
except in the way of clothing from the Red 
Cross. So much second hand clothing—a 
good deal of it difficult to make use of— 
was received by the Red Cross that it was 
found feasible to let all needy families share 
in it alike. But food supplies were reserved 
for those families In which death en- 
tered. 

Tue Trisune food was sadly needed in the 
out of work cottages. 

J. J. Hanney and Patrick Carr, the repre- 
sentatives of the mine workers’ union on the 
local relief commission, were mightily 
pleased by the practical method by which 
THE TRIBUNE coped with the situation. 
Also they were vexed over the fact that the 
sufferers from the Cherry mine disaster had 
been without meat for so log and that all 
the meat actually dispensed by dealers on 
relief orders nitght not have furnished a 


| single square meal for all the families of 


Cherry. They agreed heartily that the out 
of work people of Cherr) should be cared for. 


Only Weekly Orders Hereafter. . 


Beginning next Monday, none but weekly 
store orders will be given’ to each family in 
distress. These orders will be written in 
amounts proporiionate to the number of per- 
sons in each family. A widow wiihout chil- 
dren will receive a $4 weekly order and a 
widow with one child will receive a $5 order. 
Widows having mor than one child wil] re- 
ceive larger orders‘in proportion to the num- 
ber of- children: The greatest weekly aliow- 
ance for one familly will be yp 50, according 
to the date now in possession of the commis- 
sion. No'other store ordere'will be given to 
any one excepting in emérgency cases. 

‘The Red Cross relief store will be kept open 
until contributions tease to arrive, and each 
family will continue:-to draw rps: from 
the relief store.

SAYS PLEA FOR 10 HOUR LAW. 


Brief Filed in Illinois Supreme Court in 
Support of Statute Forcing Less Work 
for Women. E 


Springfield, Tll.. Dec. 11.—[Special.}~That 
overwork produces a toxin of fatigue simi- 
lar to that of diphtheria or tetanus is one 
of the serine arguments made by Attgr- 
ney Louis D. Brandels of Boston in « brief 
filed today in the Supreme court upholding 
the censtitutionality of the ten hour law 
for women. 

The document is remarkable in that it 
contains only three pages of law, while near- 
ly 250,000 words are devoted to the 
testimony of the medical prof mn of the 
entice world in regard to the effects of over- 
work on girls and women and through them, 
on the succeeding generation.

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ROUTS BANDITS: SAVES CASH 


Policeman Wounded While on 
Guard Over Fuel Office Safe. 


WEAK, BUT PURSUES .MEN. 


Piuecky Fight Prevents Looting of Box | 
Containing $8,000. 


In defending the treasure box of the City 
Fuel company, Twenty-seventh and Canal 
streets, against two armed robbers early last 
‘evening Policeman Alvin Meyers was shot in 
the leg. 

Suffering extreme pain from the wound, the 
patrolman followed the bandits a block, firing 
six shots at them in the chase. 

Being pay day at the Fuel company's 
branch office, there was nearly $8,000 in the 
safe. Meyers had been sent as a guard from 
the Twenty-second street station on request 
of the cashier, David Cullen. 

A few minutes before the employés were 
called to receive their pay envelopes, one of 
the robbers entered the office and asked some 
trivial question. His motive, the police say, 
was to see who was in the office. The police- 
man was sitting behind a desk and could not 
be seen by the man who made the inquiry. 


Appearance Betrays Him. 

“YT didn’t like the looks of that fellow who 
was iust in here,’’ said Cullen to the police- 
man. “ If he didn't have the face of a holdup 
man I'm mistaken.” 

Five minutes later a noise was heard at the 
rear door, which usually is left unlocked. It 
happened to be bolted, however, and to this 
fact, perhaps, both Cullen and Meyers owe 
their lives. Suspicious that an attempt was 
to be made to rob the safe, the policeman 
drew his revolver and awaited the attack. 

There is a small window in the rear of the 
office, about two feet from the floor, and 
through it the robbers caught a glimpse of the 
blue uniform. A bullet crashed through the 
glass end hit Meyers in the right leg. 


Wounded Policeman Gives Chase. 

Leaping to the front door, the policeman 
started in pursuit of the robbers, who fied 
south in Cenal street. At Twenty-elghth 
street, after emptying his revolver at them, 
Meyers abandoned the chase. 

A crowd of teamsters, many of them still 
holding their shovels, joined in the chase 
when the rumor following the shooting 
reached them that their pay had been stolen 
from the office. Some of the men ran to the 
office window an dsaw Cullen inside guard- 
ing the safe with a revolver. Being reassured 
that their wages had not been stolen, they 
followed their fellow workers after the rob- 
bers, who fired several shots at the men chas- 
ing them. None of these bullets took effect, 
but one of the shots fired by Policeman 
Meyers is believed to have wounded one of the 
thieves. 

Meyers was taken to the People’s hospital.

SALOON LICENSE IS REYOKRD 


Mayor Takes First Step in En- 
forcing 1 A. M. Closing Law. | 


WARNS OTHER. VIOLATORS, 


Ejected Policeman. 


For persistently violating the 1 o'clock 
closing ordinance Mayor Busse yesterday re- 
voked the saloon license of August Hageman, 
3040 West Madison street. 

It ie the first time that the mayor has 
taken such a drastic step, but he declares 
that it is only a forerunner of what he will 
do to all saloonkeepers who make a practice 
of transgressing the law. 

Hageman, according to a report received 
by the mayor and Chief of Police Steward, 
not only made a practice of keeping his sa- 
loon open anywhere from twenty minutes to 
helf, an hour after the prescribed closing 
hour, but became violent when the police 
sought to force him to comply wikh the ordi- 


nance. 

it is said that he frequently abused the 
patrolmen who warned him, and threatened 
to ‘‘get”’ their jobs, and on one occasion he 
went to the extreme of ejecting one of the 
officers. 


Accused of Ejecting Policeman. 

Lieut. Michael Denehy of the West Lake 
street station made a report to Chief Stew- 
ard of the whole matter, in which he related 
that a week ego he sent two patrolmen to 
Hageman's place to make him close at 1 
o’clock. 

The patrolmen warned the saloonkeeper 
that he must close and then retired across 
the street to see if he obeyed them. Twenty

. open, and Hageman continued to serve 
drinks, so the patrolmen returned and at- 
tempted to place him under arrest.

This 
loss he will have to bear.

He narrowly missed bringing the trouble 
closer to home by his tardiness in appearing 
when al) was in readiness, but he eZonerat- 
ed himeelf by blaming it all on the reporters. 
In further consideration to the bankers he 
explained that he hoped the club would not 
be held sponsor for any of his utterances or 
opinions. 

A complimentary reference to the appoiat- 
ment of William J. Calhoun as minister to 
China caused hand clapping. He told the 
bankers that they—as the commercial power 
—would have to meet this serious situation 
face to face, and it “was entirely up to 
them.” 

Colonel Is the Only Speaker. 

Mr. Lewis was the guest of honor, the sole 
speaker, and one solid page of the program 
was devoied to announcipg him ag “ The 
Hon. James Hamilton Lewis" and his sub- 
ject of ‘‘Something of the Problem in the 
Far EHast.’’ 

Col. Lewis brought trouble to himself in 
this way. 

The tables were cleared and everybody sat 
breathlessly waiting for the speech, when the 
colonel suddenly disappeared. He had gone 
downstairs, and was corralled by a group of 
reporters, who insisted on hearing the talk 
in advance, so they might take notes. He 
had no sooner commenced giving his four 
pages of an introduction, and four pages of 
story, when there wae arap atthedoor. It 
was a banker. 

“Just one minute,” replied the genial 
colonel, 

He proceeded with his talk, and then Inter- 
rupted himself with the remark: 

“ Now, some of you boys will be guessing 
that I am telling the things I recently re- 
ported to Secretary Knox aftef my visit to 
the orient.”’ 

* How’s that?” was asked. 

“They'll be saying that I am tipping of 
secrets of state to the bankers.” 

Soon there was another knock, and still an- 
other. Finally, the door was opened to a 
committee of three sent down from the ban- 
quet hall to find the colonel. 

* In a minute, gentlemen,"’ he said, genialy, 
“TIT will be there just as soon as I get through 
with the gentlemen of the press.” 

Anéd he staid until the reporters were satis- 
fied. He “followed copy" closely in the 
hall. Among his other utterances were:

Problem for America. 


‘ The time has arrived when America must 
calmly view the prospect which confronts it 
~—either to return wholly from the orient in 
commerce or in occupation of country In or- 
der to insure peace or prepare to-remain in 
the orient by the force of armies or the 
strength of navies. Japan is not-a friend of 
America, and is ready to assail us when she 
hae rehabilitated her armies sufficiently to 
justify the assault. She resents that we keep 
her out of the Philtppines and Hawaii, which 
she was on the eve of possessing by coloniza- 
tion when we stepped in. 

“The political forces of China resent our 
keeping the Chinese from coming to America 
at all. France, Germany, and England in 
turn convinced the orient that it was its duty 
to enforce the right of its people to come into 
America or drive Americans out of that 
country. The orient is constantly asking the 
question, why does Europe permit citizens 
of the orient to enter while America excludes 


them. , 
Conflict Is Inevitable. 

“ The result of this isthat China and Japan 
will rehabilitate their fighting forces, and 
with the cry of ‘ The Orient for the Orientals * 
will make such an assault upon America that 
we will elther have to retreat forever in dis- 
honor to have peace or prepare at once to 
strengthen our navies to hold by force our 
position as victors in a war that is as in- 
evitable as was the conflict between Japa» 
and Russia. , 

“Japan wishes to go forth with a splendid 
army and vanquish this ‘coarse’ nation. 
The people at large there know little of us. 
They have heard of California, but don’t 
appreciate how powerful we are. You men 
of commerce, you men of banking imstitu- 
tions, will be the first to be called upon to 
intercept the situation which is coming. 
Japan will not come here, but will seize the 
Philippines and compel us to go there to pro- 
tect them. China is now drilling its army 
and sending its young engineers here to gain 
scientific knowledge. 

“We ought to withdraw from the Philip- 
pines and keep out of the political situation 
in the far east, but go in strong for its com- 
merce. If we don’t keep out of their politics 
war will come as sure as fate, gentlemen. 
I know this to be a fact.”

Concerning customs house frauds in New 
York. Sucretary MacVeagh said: 

“You know what we are trying to do for 
this city. We are trying to,ut out a fester- 
ing corruption. 

President’s Backing Needed. 
“The undertaking needs the president at 
the back of it, and it would be impossible for 

~ g@ny man in any position to be more direct 
and nornial in his outlook upon a question of 
good government or to be more resolved to 
back to the limit any important and wise 
project of improvement than Presddent Taft. 

In what the department of justice and the 
treasury department are undertaking to do 
at this port, and in the less important but 
still important things we shail attempt to 
do at the other ports of the country, we have 
President Taft behind us.”’

“These concessions to international unity 
have been brough{ about through Internation- 
al conferences, congresses, associations, and 
meetings, covering such a wide range of the 
material neéds and moral aspirations of na- 
tions ag to make it quite impossible even to 
epecify them and their purpose with any par- 
ticularly.”

WICKERSHAM IS ON TRAIL 
OF SUGAR TRUST ROBBERS, 


Attorney General Asks Fund of $50,- 
000 to Prosecute Thieves, Including 
Guilty Government Officials, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—Efforts to re- 
cover all moneys due and to punish the per- 
sons involved in the sugar frauds at New 
York are to be pushed vigorously, according 
to Attorney Genera! Wickersham. whose an- 
nual report was laid before congress today. 
The evidence, he says, has disclosed a net- 
work of corruption, not confined to the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining company, and extending 
over a period of years, affecting both im- 
porters and officers of the government. He 
asks for a special appropriation of $50,000 
80 _ the prosecutions may effectively pro- 
ceed. 

An important announcement ts that ques- 
tlons not determined by the Supreme court 
in what are known as the “ commodities 
clause cases,” arising under the law, re- 
lating to interstate commerce, are to be pre- 
sented hereafter for judicial determination. 

In the public land frauds prosecutions the 
attorney general makes it clear that he is 
determined in no respects to abate the effort 
to successfully conclude them. . Recom- 
mendation is made for a general immunity 
statute to meet the conditions which arise in 
the endeavor to procure testimony for the 
government.

FOR CARNEGIE INSTITUTION. 


Large Amount of Scientific Work Being 
Done in Concern Founded by Iron- 
rnaster. r) 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.~—A noteworthy 
addition to the many buildings of architec- 
tural beauty in the nation's capita! is the new 
administration building of the Carnegie in- 
stitution of Washington at 16th and P strets. 
northwest, and which is to be dedicated Mon- 
day evening with appropriate ceremonies. 

. Andrew Carnegie, founder of the institu- 
tion, which he endowed with $12,000,000, will 
be present and address the trustees and their, 
guests. 

The institution is accomplishing achieve- 
ments of far-reaching scientific valine. Since 
its organization in 1902 upwards of 1,000 
individuals have been engaged in investiga- 
tions and at present 500 are thus engaged. 
Ten independent departments of research 
have been established.

IN WEEK’S HEALTH'REPORT. 


Health Commissioner Urges His Office 
Force to Aid in the Warfare on 
Tuberculosis. 


In accordance with his announcement of 
several days ago to “ boost ”’ the sale of Red 
Croes stamps in his department, Health Com- 
missioner Evans devotes a great deal of 
space in the weekly report to urging codpera- 
tion in ald of tuberculosis sufferers. 

** Here's a splendid opportunity for you to 
bring real cheer and longer life to a large 
number of your fellow citizens who, were it 
not for the charitably inclined, would suc- 
cumb to the dreaded tuberculosis before an- 
other Christmas season comes around,¥ the 
report says. ‘“‘ Will you help to save a Kfe? 
The department will keep a large supply on 
hand. Sanitary inspectors and school nurses 
will furnish stamps on request.” 

Although the total deaths for last week— 
570—exceeded the returns of the correspond- 
ing period of last year by 33, the death rate 
is more than 18iper cent Below the average 
of thie season for the last ten years, accord- 
ing to the recent report of the health com- 
missioner, The reduction from the average 
means that seventy-seven fewer persons died 
in the week than is usual at this ¢cime of the 


ar. 

Pneumonia leads as a cause of death with 
107 victims to its credit; tuberculosis is sec- 
ond with 64; heart diseases are third with 54: 
diarrheal diseases fourth with 43; Bright's 
disease fifth with 41; and violence sixth with 
40.

CANADA WATCHES NEW TARIFF 


Question of Vital Interest Is the 
Maximum Provision. 


PRESENT WALIS TO REMAIN. 


Exports to the United States Increase 
Under Aldrich Measure, 


CHICAGO TRIBUNE BURBAU. 
Ottawa, Ont., Deo. 11.—[Special.]—When 
the Aldrich tariff bill went into effect in Aug- 
ust last, the opinion was expressed by mem- 


| bers of the Canadian government and by 


representatives of Canadian industries gen- 
erally that there was no noteworthy reason 
why Canada should be either elated or de- 
pressed over the outcome of the tariff. 

From a Canadian standpoint the situation 
with regard to discouragement of Canadian 
trade with the United States was little 
changed by the new tariff. 

On a great majority of the iterns of Can- 
adian export the new tariff for all practical 
purposes is about as prohibitive as the old. 
The only question of vital interest with regard 
to the tariff situation has been in connection 
with the possibility of the application of the 
maximum tariff provision against Canada. 

The announcement of President Taft in his 
message to congress that there was no likeli- 
hood of any tariff war arising in consequence 
of thie provision coincides with opinion gen- 
erally prevailing in Canada that mature con- 
sideration of mutual trade interests of the 
two countries would ult in a decision of 
the president not to invoke the maximum 
provision against Canada. , 

Tariff Walls Remain. 

Consequently the impression prevails here 
that with the possible exception of a prob- 
able imposition in the not distant future of 
an export duty on pulp and pulpwood from 
Canada to the United States, failing the 
passing of Representative Mann’s bill pro- 
viding for reciprocity in paper and pulp, andG 
the non-application of the general maximum 
schedules, the present tariff walle between 
Canada and the republic will remain prac- 
tically unchanged until public sentiment in 
the United States demands a thorough down- 
ward revision of general tariff. 

The actual working out of the Aldrich tariff 
in respect to ite effect on Canadian trade 
shows there has been no marked dislocation 
of trade between two countries as compared 
with conditions under the Dingley tariff. 

Du August and September, the first 
two months of the operation of the new 
tariff, Canada bought from the United States 
goods to the value of $34,069,107, as compared 
with $28,802,809 during August and Septem- 


In other words, the exports from Canada 
to the United States In two months of the 
Aldrich tariff bil) increased by about 86 per 
cent over the corresponding two months of 
last year under t Dingley tariff, while the 
imports ‘from ao nited States increased

MR. HOMO IS PUT TOGETHER 


His Last Name Is Primigenius 
and He Is 100,000 Years Old. 


YALE HIS PRESENT HOME, 


Restorer Calls Him Neanderthalensis 
and He Stands It. 


New Haven, Conn., Dec. 11.—[Special. }— 
The attempt to restore the man 100,000 years 
old has just been completed at Yale. It 
seems certain that the figure, which isaclay 
mode! in part, in part constructed from re- 
mains found in Europe, is the oldest man 
yet restored in any museum in the world. 

Prof, Richard 8. Lull, who had charge of 
the restoration, says the man lived in the 


early stone age, at a time when human be-« 


ings had to fight for existence with monsters 
of the field and deep. The man is the near- 
est approach to the missing Mnk yet con- 
structed. He comes of a period in human 
history when mankind had not learned to 
stand erect and bears out to perfection the 
truth of the theory of evolution. 

Prof. Lull has been at work on therestora- 
tion for years and the completion of his 
task is one of the most Important scientific 
steps taken in the Peabody museum at Yale 
since the death of Prof. Othniel Marsh, who 


gave to the world of science more prehistoric ~ 


monsters than any other man. It has re- 
mained for Prof. Lull, Prof. Marsh's succes- 
sor as professor of paleontology in the muse- 
um, to give to the world the most accurate 
restoration of prehistoric man ever con- 
structed. 


Has Studied Hard in Task. 

In his search for material for the restora- 
tion Prof. Lull has brought to bear the study 
of two decades and united with !t all the dis- 
coveries of remains of prehistoric humans, 
especially in Burope, where the race cen- 
tered in this age. He has been besieged for 
extended statements about the being he has 
constructed, but has decided to withhold his 
extended exposition for a scientific magazine. 
Yonight he broke his silence relative to the 
mode! for the first time, and said: . 

“The man is of the period of crude stone 
implements kngwn to sci as Homo 
primigenius, or Homo Neanderthelensis. 
Th‘'s man was a cave dweller, associated with 
prehistoric creatures, such as the cave bear 
and the hairy mammoth, now long aince ex- 
tinct. He was characterised by relatively 
short stature, averaging about 5 feet 8 inches 
in height, by powerful muscular develop- 
ment, as indicated by the thickness of his 
bones, especially at their articulations. 


Many Specimens Are Found. 

“ Actual remains of this type repeatedly 

have been found im HBurope, notably at 
Neanderthal, near Dusseldorf; Spy Belgium, 
Le Moustier, France, and Krapina, Croatia, 
representing in a number of individuals 
nearly all the tortions of @ complete skele- 
ton, 
“Homo Primigenius lived perhaps 100,000 
years ago and today is entirely extinct, 
though whether his race was blotted out ut- 
terly or absorbed by the invading horde of 
tomo Sapiens (Neolithic and modern man) 
we have no means of knowing.”

Important Idea Is Evolved. 

With discussion of the plan in various 
quarters yesterday an idea of importance 
was evolved which promises to lend in- 
ternational import to the celebration planned 
for 1912. This calis for an ebservance of 
the treaty which marked the close of the 
war of 1812. At a recent. date the city was

British Labor Statisticians Tell 
How It Is Done. 


MEAIS PLAIN BUT HEARTY. 


And Each Man Has Own Cottage and 
Can R.de on the Cars. 


How can one live in a two story brick 
cottage standing in its own grounds, on 
a salary of $8 a week? * 

This is the query propounded and an- 
swered by J. P. Street, statistician for 
the. British Department of Commerce and 
Labor, who has been investigating com- 
parative conditions of . working people 
throughout Germany, the United States and 
England. 

The solution is—be a British machinist, 
or “turner and fitter” as one would call 
himeelf. 

‘‘ The average British skilled workman lives 
in a house of his own, which contains #tev- 
eral bedrooms, a sitting room. din*ng room, 
kitchen, and scullery,”’ said Mr. Street. “ He 
can do this on _hie salary of 232 shillings 
a week, because the house omly costs him 
$6 a month for rent. If he travels on a 
train he has a half fare workman’s ticket. 
His: carfare is only one penny instead of 
five.” 

We Live Well at Least. 

The Brtton’s advantages stop there, how- 
ever, according to Mr. Street. He doesn’t 
have as good meals as the American work- 
man. 

“TI find that the skilled man over here has a 
better and more varied diet than in any other 
country I have investigated,” he said. “ The 
English workman has as much meat, but he 
hasn’t the variety of vegetables and sweats. 
ee meals lack imagination.” 

The German mechanic Mr. Street finds to 
be in the worst condition of all. His trades 
unions are-the most complete and best or- 
ganized of the three countries considered, 
and yet he works more hours, gets less pay, 
eats less, and is worse housed than any of 
them. 

“They get 25 per cent less pay than. Eng- 
lishmen,”’. said Mr. Street. ‘‘ They work ten 
hours a day as against nine in England and 
eight tn the Unitéd States, and their cost of 
living is 18 per cent higher.*’ 


America’s Poor People Hopeful. 

The poor districts of American cities failed 
to horrify Mr. Street. He said they had 
worse at home. 

‘*I’'ve been through your poorest section,” 
said he. “It is much the same as one finds 
in ald the large cities of the world. The 
difference. here is that there is an. appear- 
ance of energy and hopefulness in most of 
your poor people. The reason is, I take it, 
that they had enough enterprise and thrift 
to start with to get themselvvs over here 
with the intention of bettering their condi- 
tion.” 

Mr. Street and his colleague, Mr. J. H. 
Cahill, have begn engaged for several years, 
under the direction 6f the British govern- 
ment, in compiling statistics of the cost of 
living.and wages in different industrial coun- 
tries. They are just now concluding their 
investigations in Chicago. Part of the re- 
sults of their researches is embodied in the 
recent publications of the department of com- 
merce #nd labor of the United States. They 
may »: found in reports 77 to'88 on “ Labor 
Conditions,” issued by the department.

dulgence. 

The woman died Friday ih the county jail 
hospital and a coroner's inquest later found 
death-caused by acute alcoholism, nephritis, 
and cerebral trouble. 

The police came in for criticiem. on the 
grounds of negligence, but’ Judge Uhilr in- 
sists the city or county authorities, or both, 
are to blame. 


No Place for Treatment. 

“ Investigation following this case has con- 
vinced me that there is no place in Chicago or 
Cook county for the treatment of prisoners 
suffering from alcoholism or opiates,” said 
Judge Uhlir. 

“The insanitary condition of mast of the 
police stations is an outrage. The county

hospital will not receive such cases, and 
though the brideweill has a ward for these 
patients, it is necessary to convict and fine 
them before they can be treated there All 
that is left is the county jail hospital, so 
called, where the Roe woman died, and which 
is called unfit for such service. 

“This woman was taken to the West Chi- 
cago avenue station, after being found near 
her home, and booked for disorderly conduct. 
When her case was called the matron re- 
ported she declined to appear in court until 
she had been given some morphine. I sent 
the ambulance surgeon to see her and he 
thought she wasshamming. Then the assist- 
ant state's attorney, bailiff, and I went down- 
stairs to see the woman. 


Unfair to Try Such Prisoners. 

“TI have consistently refused to try pris- 
oners who were so delirous through®alcohol or 
drugs as to be ignorant of their trial and 
unable to answer questions. It isn’t fair to 
them, but what ¢an we do with them. There 
are no accommodations in the police stations 
and in many cases these poor creatures are 
unstrapped from chairs when their cases are 
called. 

“So, when we found the Roe woman in 
that condition, I dechined to try her and or- 
dered that she be sent to a hospital for treat- 
ment. Then I discovered about the county 
hospital and the bridewell and finally sent 
her to the county jail hospital or infirmary. 

* Atthat time we did not know the woman's 
home address, as she could not or would not 
give it. At thecounty jail it was said that no 
conditions existed there for treatment of her 
case and the police were blamed. 


Points to Ward in Bellevue. 

“It seems pitiful, yet there exists a preju- 
dice against dope fiends and drunkards, and 
there is no. provision made for their treat- 
ment. This condition, I hope, to see rectified 
by petition of the Municipal court judges at 
their next meeting. 

‘*T understand New York has an alcoholic 
ward in Bellevue hospital! for these cases, and 
it seems strange that Chicago has so long 
overlooked it. Cases of this kind are con- 
stantly coming before me and other judges ab 
well, sé it is-no uncommon condition."’ 

Chief of Police Stewar? is convinced that 
Mrs. Roe was not the vé:tim of any negli- 
gence onthe part of hismen. He has dropped 
the investigation, satisfied that she was suf- 
fering from intoxication when picked up ina 
helpless condition.

Mrs. Young and Dr. Evans De- 
mand New Ventilation System. 


WILL CONFER ON SUBJECT. 


Ask That Fature Buiidings Be Better 
Equipped. 


What kind of air are the thousands of Chi- 
cago school children to breath? Is it to be 
‘*dead’’ air, laden with carbonic acid gas. 
which. according to Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, 
superintendent of schools, is not remedied by 
‘the ventilating system now in use? And is 
the old ventilating system, which now stands 
condemned, to be discarded in the new Duilid- 
ings and a modern type which will fli the 
class rooms with pure, fresh air installed? 

These questions will be thrashed out at a 
cohference between Mrs. Young, Acting Chief 
Engineer Norman L. Patterson for the board 
of education, and Dr. W..A. Evans, commis- 
sioner of health, the Jatter part of the week 

Mrs. Young and Dr, Evans have criticised: 
the health conditions in the puolic schools 
and have condemned the present system of 
yentilation. Last Friday the buildings and 
grounds committee of the board of educa- 
tion adopted a new type of buliding after 
which all future school edifices will be con- 
structed. Therefore, Mrs. Young has asked 
the question; How are the new buildings to 
be ventilated? 


System Long Ago Condemned. 

“The system of ventilation used in the 
Chicago’ schoéls, the ‘down draft type. was 
exploded years ago by scientific inquiries,” 
declared Mrs. Young yesterday. “ And years 
ago I knew that the children were not get- 
ting good air and I suggested a change. 
One needs only to go into the classrooms 
from the outer air and take a breath—and 
one’s nose will tell -that the air ts impure 
and ‘dead.’ Ventilation that merely stirs 
the air about without changing it is not real 
yertilation. But tnat ie the kind we get itn 
all the schools. 

“The engineer tests the air with ‘an in 
strument which provee its circulation ind 
pronounces the room properly ventileted. 
But he does not test ite chemical properties 
and learn the story the olfactory nerves tei! 
Now is the time for a change—and we will 
bring it about, if possible.” 


Backed Up by Dr. Evans. 

Dr. Evans’ attitude wag similarly ex- 
presged in an article in the Educational Bi- 
Monthly, published at the Chicago Normal 
school, under the Girection of the board 
of education. 

“There are sotteia principles of ventila- 
tion which should be adhered to,” wrote 
Dr. Evans, ‘The air should be introduced 
under the seats. The exits’ should be at the 
ceiling. The bacteria that one child has 
coughed, sneezed, ori even breathed out 
rhould be lifted as rapidly ae ~ossible above 
the breathing zone of the other children.” 

“I for one would like to know what system 
of ventilation is to go into the new build- 
ings,” declared Schoo! Architect Dwight H. 
Perkins. “ But that is in Mr. Patterson's 
province. Ask him.” 

Mr: Patterson stated that the system hed 
not been decided on and for that reason the 
conference would be held. 

‘“T haven't studied the proposition thor- 
oughly, but if I am convinced that the prés- 
ent syetem is radically wrong I would favor 
a change,”’ he sald. “ But ‘it seems to be as 

g00d as js anywhere in the ceuntry.” 

“ That’s the wouble,” reprled Mrs. Young. 
* The engineers tell-us our schoo! buildings 
are ventilated better than other. schools. 
That may be, though I'm not'so sure. But 
the point is, they are poorly veritilated; we 
haven't the best 
have it.”

Ancient Capital of China Shakes 
Off Slumber of Centuries. 


SCHOOLS ALL OVER THE CITY. 


Modernizing.

NANKING. Nov. 26.—I came to Nanking 
in a big river steamer. The city Hes on the 
Yangtse, 200 miles West of Shanghai end 
about 400 miles east of Hankow. It is fa- 
mous as the old capital of China, but is 
tramping ahead along the paths of modern 
progress. One of the best of the new fail- 
roads now connects it with Shanghai, an- 
other is building toward Peking and Tien- 
tsin, and others have been projected to Can- 
ton and Hankow. 

The changes in the place were apparent on 
landing. When I visited the city fourteen 
years ago I had to show a Chinese passport 
before I got off the boat. The port is now 
free to every one, and 1 was able to go as I 


town on a donkey, and we climbed up hill 
and down, half swimming the pools and 
wading in mud all the way. 

My trip of today was made in a carriage 
over a well mecadamized road, shaded with 
willows. The road slopes from the center 
and ,is perfectly drained. It is about six 
miles in length, and is one of the thirty miles 
of paved highway which the city has.-built 
within the last three or four years. 


Open Port for Ten Years. 

Nanking lies on a creek five miles back of 
the Yangtse-Kiang. It was made an open 
port in 1890, and now has an annua) trade 
of 10,000,000 taels. A lively foreign settie- 
ment is rising along the banks of the river, 
and modern buildings have been constructed 
all the way from there tothecity. I found 
two dozen cabs and many jinrikishas at the 
wharves, and, as I handed, heard the steam 
whistle of the engine on the new railroad, 
which has just been completed, joining the 
river with Nanking. . 

Shortly after we entered the walis of the 
city Dr. Garritt, the president of the Presby- 
terian Theological seminary, who was with 
me, began to point out the new school buil- 
ings erected by the Chinese government; and, 
off in the distance, he showed me the smoke 
stack of a modern mint, which is now coining 
money for the viceroy. When I was there 
last the natives were chopping up silver 
ingots and weighing the chunks to pay their 
large bills, and ali retail transactions were 
in cash, Mttle round copper coins with a hole 
in the center, of which it took 2,000 to equal 
thé value of one of our dollars. 


One of the Ancient Cities, 


Such things seem strange in this town of 
the ages. Nanking is one of the old cities of 
history. It was in existence 600 years when 
Jesus Christ was a baby, and ite municipal 
hair was gray with double that age when 
Mohammed, as a boy, was playing on the 
sands of Arabia. The wali which now sur- 
rounds it was built a century before Shak- 
speare wrote the “ ‘Merchant of Venice,’’ 
and its mighty porcelain tower, which cost 
$3,000,000, was erected fifteen generations 
ago, when one of the most progressive mon- 
archs of China had his capital here. 

That tower was made of the finest porcelain 
slabs, and it blazed out under the sun, rising 
to a height nearly half that of the Washing- 
ton monument. It had*nine stories and a 
spiral staircase within led from the ground 
to thesummit. About each story was a gal-

Terra Cotta Cylinder Tells of 
Exploits of Gennacherib. 


MEANS MUCH TO HISTORY. 


King’s Campaigns Are Recorded and 
He ls Shown as Builder. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Dec. 11.—There has just been 
placed on exhibition in the Babylonian room 
of the British museum an eight sided terre 
cotta cylinder inscribed with cuneiform 
characters, which give many hitherto un- 
published detaile of the history of Sennach- 
eri, king of Assyvia from 706 
B. C. to 681 B. C, 

The cylinder is only slightly damaged and 
the missing parts of the inscription are sup- 
pliable by other extant inscriptions. 

There are 720 lines of text. It is the longest 
of all inscriptions regarding Sennacherib 
which have been recovered. 

(The new information deals with the cam- 
paigns of the Assyrian army in the years 
608 and 605. 

Warrior and Builder.

BUDGET KILLING 


SEEN AS BLUNDER 


‘'T. P. O°Connor Declares Lords 


and Tory Leaders Realize — 
Mistake Was Made. 


BLAME IS CHAMBERLAIN’ 


‘Protectionist Leader Believed 


Rejection Would Aid the — 
Tariff Cause. | 


BY T. P. O’CONNOR. 

New York, Dec. 11.—{Special.]—There ab 
ready is abundant evidence that the house 
of lords and the Tory party realize the big 
blunder they made when the budget was re- 
jected. The section of the Tories made to 
be most ashamed of itself is the protec- 
tionist group. 

It was they who really forced the issue. 
The bond slaves of the sinister, reckless, and 
foolish man who from bis paralytic chair 
still rules and ruins them, the protectionists 
forced the house of lords to reject the budget. 

Their main reason for doing so was that 
they then would force the whole Unionist 
party to adopt protection as the policy of the 
party. Chamberlain thought it was well 
worth while to’ run the risk of losing one 
general election and even of endangering the 
existence of the house of lords if only he 
coulda thus commit the whole Tory party te 
his policy. 

Adds to Long List of Failures. 


This c er adds another te the party’s 
long list of failures. It. is the same as with 


_ the South African war. At once impulsive 
_ and dogged, changeable and arrogant, witha 
quick but shallow. intelligence and a strong 


will, Chamberlain belongs to the large class 
of political men who have ruled and ruined 
many parties and many causes in the history 
of the world. 

His protectionist campaign is turning out, 
so far as I can read the signs of the times 
in England, another South African war, ex- 
cept that besides costing unexpected expense 
and many surprises and disasters it will ené 
im the final defeat of Chamberlain. 

What makes me take this view is that even 
now the issue of protection does not figure ig 
the controversy at all. 


House of Lords Chief Issue. 

Up to the present, as any one might have 
anticipated who was not fooled by fanaticism 
and arrogance like Chamberlain's, every 
other issue has become subordinate to the 
issue of the house of lords. To have imagined 
that a people trained for so many centuries in 
the traditions of freedom and the financial 
supremacy of their representatives in the 
house of commons as the English people have 
been ever would have consented to allow this 
irresponsible chamber of hereditary legis- 
lators to have thrown such a challenge in 
their faces and not resent it, argues an in- 
credible ignorance of British feéling. , 

Instead of advancing the cause of the pro- 
tectionists, Chamberlain has thrown it back. 
It is submerged under the great and supreme 
issue of the house of loraa. 


‘Even the budget for the time is submerged... - 


It is true the budget and the house of lords are 
to a large extent dependent one upon the 
other. For the budget opens up to the British 
people a prospect of land reforms which they 
have longed during generations to see. 


Means End to Vast Estates. 

When the land and other taxes are imposed 
—and of course they are going to be imposed— 
one of the first effects must be the 
up of the system of primogeniture and the 
vast estates. Theold land system of England 
has been dying for generations, mainly under 
the stress of the cheap food imported to Eng- 
land from the United States and other coun- 
tries. 

Rents have gone down with a run and land 
has laid idle, failing to get a tenant on any 
Noble families who filled the worlé 


into poverty and dependence. Meanwhile the 
villages have been denuded of their popula- 
tion and the congested slums anéd alleys of the 
towns have been made grimier oe 
by the Invasion of these helpless from 
the country. 

So great has become the evil that all the 
political parties have agreed to carry out 
legislation which will encourage the people to 
remain in the country by giving them small 
plots of land. 


Revolutionary Temper Raised. 


But the lords, representing the most reac- 
tionary and obstinate of the feudal and landed

* doubtful states,”’ and again has been every- 
where received with enthusiasm. 1 find other 
hopeful signs. 

I* don’t know whether the story cabled to 
some American newspapers is true, that 
some of the wild young peers went to the 
division on the budget in the house of lords 
armed with revolvere. It is difficult for 
you'‘on this side. perhaps, to realize what 
a revolution this means. An Englishman 
never goes armed in England. -Most of them 
have never had a revolver even in their 
hands. 

Realize Feeling of Revolt. 

If,. then, the young peers so armed them- 
selves it must have been because’they knew 
there was a revolutionary feeling outside, 
that the masses were deeply stirred, and 
that, in spite of their centuries of peaceful 
agitation they had been driven beyond pa- 
tience and were at last prepared to resort 
to violence. This report, however, may be 
only a newerpaper story. 

Finally comes as a climax to all that has 
happened, the speech cf Asquith. 1 regard 
that speech as epoch making It puts home 
rule squarely and clearly as one of the is- 
sues which this election is going to decide. 
No one will be able’to say after this that 
the new minisuy will not have received a 
mandate from the English people to give 
home rule to Ireland. 

Such a declaration from Asquith has ad- 
ditional importance, not merely because as 
prime-minister and head of the government 
and. of his party he is tre most genuine er- 
ponent of une policy of the government, but 
because he belongs to that section of the 
cabinet which always has been supposed to 
be ‘lukewarm on home rule. 


Foolish Pledge by Asquith. 

As Asquijh himself confesses, he pledged 
himself against the introduction of a home 
rule bill in the parliament which is now 
coming to an end. It: was a foolish pledge 
ang I believe he often has had to regret it. 

Evidently he never is going to take such 
a& piedge again. It is significant, too, that 
he speaks of full self-government.

LIFE CLEAN AND SWEET.| 


Though They Are Poor, Supposi- | 


tion That They Exist in 
Squalor Is False. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. D.

KISFALUD, Hungary, Sept. 2.—As Nemet- 
lévd represents the iittle cnaracteristic Ger- 
man village of Vas county with decided 
American proclivities, so Kisfalud stands fer 
the Magyar-A an community in the 
county, for this village is-entirely Magyar. 
Both villages are Roman Catholic in their 
religion, both clean and sweet and wholesome 
in their outward life, but into both has en- 
tered the spirit of unrest, the broadened con- 
sciousness of a life different, fuller, richer 
than that offered by the village of their an- 
cestors. And so they go to America. In this 
entire village today out of 218 inhabitants I 
have found but three men; all the others were 
in the fields or in America; and of these three 
men two had been in America. « 

Nemetliév6 is northwest of Szombathely, 
Kisfaiud is southwest, not far from the Aus- 
trian frontier. First by train for miles across 
@ vast plain of great fertility and beauty to 
the town of Szent Gotthard. This town has 
four factories, all arranged in a row be- 
tween the town proper and the station—cigar, 
watch, porcelain, and woolen goods. Except 
for the great window area of the watch fac- 
tory, one would hardly suspect that they are 
factories, so clean are they, in such good 
taste architecturally, in such deep, broad 
gardens of flowers. Inside the cigar factory 
it is so clean it shines. The residence of the 
director of the cigar factory is equelly im- 
posing and attractive. 


Hour over a Good Road. 

But my business is in Kisfalud, so I left 
Szent Gotthard and for nearly an hour trav- 
eled over a good road toward the west, the 
valley gradually narrowing until we enter 
Kisfalud, tying just at the foot of a low 
range of hills, the slopes of which are all 
cultivated in narrow ‘strips of a few acres 
each. This land is worth about $60 an acre; 
that in the valley, a great deal of it owned 
by the church, varies in value from $80 to $100 
an acre. 

Here. at once then we have a sort of key 
to the situation; the fertile land, high priced 
and in large estates, the upland farme of 
small size and not sufficient in amount or 
productiveness to support a healthy increas- 
ing population. To be sure, the factories tn 
Szent Gotthard relieve the situation some- 
what, but there wages are low and the great- 
er part of the laborers are women. 

Of the 218 people of Kisfalud 153 are wage 
earners, a high proportion, and 178 are agri- 
culturists; of this number only thirty own 
their own land. Add to this the fact that 
several years ago a native of the village 
wandered off to America and made what in 
the eyes of the villagers was a fortune, and 
our key to the situation is perfect and com- 
plete. 

It is a quiet Httle village—a single long 
street, in good repair, lined with locust trees 
@nd the peasants’ cottages, each it a large 
yard with a wealth of fruit trees, pear, peach, 
apple. and plum, and many grapevines, anda 
wealth of flowers. 


House and Stable Same Building. 

The houses here are not long, as I have 
seen elsewhere, but *L.” shaped. The short 
wing extends along the street and contains 
the two or three living rooms; in the other 
and. longer wing is the cow stable, woodshed, 
and room for storage of implements, etc. 
Opposite the inner angle of the house is the 
straw stack and often a big pile of firewood. 
The houses are white, with straw thatch 
roofs neatly constructed. One of these roofs 


j will last fifteen years. And again I want to 


insist that the house life of these 

is clean, néat, orderly, and eweet. it they 
live in squalor in America they Hve @ life 
to which they have not been accustomed. 
They go to America principally to make 
money; if there they live unwholesome lives 
it is because the cheap life there is the one 
with unsavory surroundings; it is because 
in America the workingman's tenements are 
too often haunts of squalor and genera] un- 
tidiness Did you ever drive through South 
Chicago? Or did you ever try to drive to 
South Chicago by any other than the one 
poor main road7?, 

The best house I have seen in th 

of Kisfalud is that of a man who sa grin 
years in America. This house wag built with 
American dollars. I talked with the owner 
for more than an hour. He is a heavy man 
for a Magyar, but possesses the true Magyar 
traits of hospitality, generosity, and loquac- 
ity. When I found him he was sawing wood: 
he was barefooted, wore a pair of American 
trousers, much patched, and the usua! blue 
shirt of the peasants. 


Interior of Best House. 

His house has unusually large windows for 
a country house, and they are provided with 
shutters. In his kitchen, which has a hard 
earth floor, is a large. new, good looking 
range ahd the usual array of dishes. In the 
main room, with a pine wood fleor, were a 
couple of the usual narrow beds, three new 
chairs, two large clothes presses and @ good 
dining table with oilcloth cover. I gigo no. 
ticed several umbrellas, a clock, and some 
pictures on the wall, of a religious nature 
Also a framed portrait of himself and bride. 
taken in Perth Amboy, for he met his wife 
in America. He owns fourteen acres of 
land, a couple of cows, and some chickens 
but no horses. He has four bright eyed chil 
dren, which look clean and healthy—in fact 
I have seen no peasant children which looked 
otherwise; as @ rule, however, they do not 
look overfed. 

This man worked in Massachusetts for a 
short while and then went to Brunswick 
N. J., where he worked in a machine shop. 
‘He was never without work and saved much 
money, He married a girl of his own town 
who worked in a cigar factory in New Jer 
sey. They returned home after they had 
saved eneugh, and especially as his mother 
wanted him to return. They have been home 
te yO wold se constantly talk of going 

ack; his little farm and th 
however, hold him here. ee ee emtiliren, 


Wants to Go Back to America. 


He spoke fairly good English 
fault to find with America, aor a oon 
Hungary. He only wished he could go back 
to America; he has greater freedom there 
life taere is hard and strenuous, but it is 
better. His wife works in the state cigar 
factory in Szent Gotthard, and che walk 
to and from six days in the week and receives 
for her week's work $1.80. Surely conditions 
must be pretty hard which wil] cause the 
mother of four children to make this journe 
each day for such a small wage. And she it 
is who prevents him from seiling hig farm 
and gman to America. 

The second man I talked with ig ‘ 
yeays of age, was in New Jersey matg at 
years, and returned home on the death of his 
father to take up his business. in Amer- 
j we would call him a saloonkeeper, but 
there are no saloons, in our sense of the word 
in Hungary. On entering this man’s place 
you see a few tables. a few chairs. jw. will 
serve you with wine, beer, minera) Water, or 
coffee; alsc bread and cheese. He learned no 
English while in America and has no serious 
intention 01 returning. I suspect he is well 
qualified fev ni* present little business ang 
finds it much more congenial than hara ja- 
bor abroad. 

, 1 was shown several houses built with 
American money, houses the heads of which 
are now in America. American money has 
done,much in parts of Hungary. In nearly 
every local bank or money changer’s window 
are American greenbacks. i Was tojd that 
the county seat of Vas, Szombathely, owes 
its prosperity toghe impetus given the county 
by money sent home by the peasant emi. 
etants; that about twenty years ago it was

Moral Life Hard to Discuss, 

Their moral life is a subject not easily dis- 
cussed, but I feel sure it is as good as that 
of the general run of European peasants, 
and much better than that of certain coun- 
tries. Their conception of what constitutes 
morality is certainly not ours, far from it, 
but they cam in no sense be called nroral 
degenerates, or any other kind of degen- 
erates. They have their own rules for. the 
regulation of their social life, and the prob- 
abilities are, and all my information points 
in that direction, that they conform to their 
rules as well, if not better, than we do to ours. 
This is a subject I propose to consider later 
on, but now I can only say that, according 
to their conceptions of proper conduct, what 
we might regard as immoral they would re- 
gard as unnatural and inexplicable. Thr 
general cukture of this province is largely 
German. 

If we cah use more emigrants, these from 
the west of the Danube should be welcomed. 


SUFFRAGETTES LAY PLANS 
FOR THE COMING CAMPAIGN. 


Members of Militant Organization 
Will Oppose All Candidates Who 
Have Not Given Pledge.

LONDON, Dec. 11.—Most of the women’s 
suffrage societies have issued their plans of 
campaign for the coming election. The Na- 
tional Union, comprising 105 affiliated so- 
cleties, will support only those candidates 
who declare in favor of woman suffrage in 
their election adé@resses. These will be sup- 
ported regardless of their party. 

The Unionist Woman’s association, on the 
other hand, will put unionism first to the ex- 
tent that they won't oppose any unionist, 
but will not work for any candidate who does 
not favor woman suffrage. 

The midtant section casts aside all consid- 
erations except votes for women. All the 
retiring cabinet members will be opposed, 
“ because they have had the opportunity to 
do justice and refused to use it.” All the 
known antis wil) be opposed, regardless of 
party. . 

Where both candidates favor votes for 
women the militants will support or oppose 
neither, but will conduct militant propa- 
ganda and protest any government being 
elected without the consent of the women. 

The suffragettes are deeply disappointed 
at the failure of thelr etforts to interrupt 
Friday's great Liberal meeting. The discov-

TABLET TO POE IS UNVEILED. 
IN BOUDOIR THEATER, LONDON 


Tributes Paid to the American Bard in 
the “Only Building Ever Dedicated to 
Poetry.” “

LONDON, Dec. 11.—A brillant galaxy of 
distinguished fashionable folk attendéd the 
exercises last Wednesday at the Boudoir 
theater in Kensington in connection with the 
unveiling by Mrs. Ronalde of the tablet to 
celebrate the Edgar Allan Poe centenary. 

The theater is described by John L. Griffith,

Neither the late king 
nor the heir apparent, now Frederick VIL, 
actively interfered in the matter, although 
it is no secret that they were from the out- 
set much opposed to the transfer of the 
islands to this country, and that their 
agreement to give their adhesion to the 
treaty, ff ratified by both houses of the 
legislature. was only secured with the ut- 
most difficulty and given with much re- 
luctance.

But the Danish royal family is a large one. 
Not all of its members regard themselves 
bound by the moral obligation imposed by 
the constitution to maintain an attitude of 
strict impartiality towards the rival politica] 
factions In questions requiring parliamentary 
treatment; and Princess Marie, taking ad- 
vantage of this. devoted all her activity and 
energy to securing the rejection of the treaty 
She brought personal pressure to bear on 
the wives and daughters of almost every 
member of the landsthing, to which she in 
a@ great measure restricted ner operations, 
realizing that they were likely to prove 
more amenable to the wishes of royalty than 
the womankind of the lower house. 

Economic considerations and plain busi- 
ness sense dictated the disposal of the Dan- 
ish West Indies to the United States for a 
considerable sum in cash, and commended 
itself as such to the business men of the 
kingdom. But ‘patriotism and sentiment 
stood in the way, and it is to these that the 
princess appeaied with so much success that 
she succeeded in setting at naught the plans 
of the American government. 

The princess was prompted in

The oniy 
way to solve the problem is by “a policy 
which, while explicitly safeguarding the 
supreme, indivisible authority of the im- 
perial parliament, can set up in Ireland a 
system of full self-government as regards 
purely Irish affairs.” 

The first great result of the action of 
the house of lords. on the budget is this 
determination of the Liberals to espouse 
Ireland’s cause. It is a politica] stroke 
which means the support of the Liberal 
party by every Irish voter. It has a 
larger significance as other topics dis- 
cussed by Mr. Asquith are considered. 
The new Liberal government, at the head 


.| of a Liberal majority, will be free from 


previous restraining complications. It 
will follow a definite program, and follow 
it to the end. 

There will be insistence upon the abso- 
jute control of the finances by the house 
of commons, The policy of free trade 
will receive continued support. There will 
be an effective curtailment of the power 
of the house of lords. There will be no 
movement to abolish this ancient body. 
There will be no thought of a unicameral 
system for legislation. But the lords 
must be confined te their proper, sphere 
and their absolute veto must go forever. 

The premier’s speech will have great 
influence as the campaign becomes fiercer. 
It will. bring. strength to the Liberal 
cause, It is a good thing to have a care- 
fully outlined plan with its clearly stated 
aims. The fight to xestrain the lords be- 
longs to the program as a matter of 
course. But the pledge to Ireland is 
quite likely to be the topic that will best 
lend itself to enthusiasm. “The one con- 
spicuous failure of British statesman- 
ship” will be set aside for home rule if 
the Liberals win. For there is no con- 
cealment of the party intention to have 
complete contro] in parliament or none 
at all, 


APPOINT THE TAX COMMISSION. 

The general assembly passed a law 
which went into effect last July to pro- 
vide for a commission to inquire into the 
subject of taxation for state and local 
purposes, and the expediency of revising 
and amending the laws relating thereto. 
It reads: “ Within twenty days after 
this act takes effect there shall be ap- 
pointed by the governor a special tax com- 
mission of seven persons.” The twenty 
days have lengthened out to 120, but the 
commission has not been appointed. 

The .governor could not be constrained 
by the legislative “shall” to make his 
appointmetits within twenty days, but 
why this long delay? Can it be that 
there are not “‘seven competent persons ” 
to be found in Llinois? If so, other 
states can furnish them. 

The law providing for the commission 
says that its report, prepared in proper 
form for publication, must be transmitted 
to the governor on or before Jan. 135, 
1911. ‘The commission is also required to 


ommendations. The commissioners should 
have ample time in which to do their 
work. They should not be compelled to 
dash off a report on a subject of such 
importance. It will take much thought 
to determine to what extent the taxing 
systems of the state can be bettered with- 
out running foul of constitutional provi- 
sions. 

The persons who have beeqg most im- 
pressed with the crudity and glaring de- 
fects‘of the state and local taxation were 
ercouraged when the legislature was per- 
suaded to authorize a tax commission. 
Now they are beginning to ask why it 
has not been appointed. Chicago is spe- 
cially interested in this matter because 
it has such an abominable tax system. 
The state can get along with comparative 
ease under existing conditions. The city 
cannot. 


THE PAROLE LAW. 

To the. keen disappointment of those 
who are against any modification of the 
old fashioned methods of dealing with 
criminals the state Supreme court has 
upheld the constitutionality of the parole 
law. It has decided that it is lawful for 
the warden of a penitentiary to arrest a 
man who has violated the conditions of 
his parole and put him back \j prison. 
| Continued good behavior must be the 
price of undisturbed liberty,

end it is more than ever the duty of the 
legislature to increase its effectiveness as 
a reform agency. That can be done by 
appropriating for more probation officers..

THE TEN HOUR LAW. 

Attorney Louis D. Brandeis of Boston, 
retained by State’s Attorney Wayman to 
defend the Illinois ten hour law for wom- 
en, has filed in the state Supreme court a 
610 page brief containing only three pages 
of law. What is sought to be established 
may be set forth by quoting the conclud- 
ing argument of the brief: 

“The unconstitutionality of the wom- 
an’s ten hour law is asserted on the 
ground that the right to purchase and sell 
labor is a part of both the ‘liberty’ and 
the ‘property’ secured to the citizen by 
the constitution. But surely the right to 
‘liberty’ and ‘ property’ cannot override 
the paramount right to ‘life’ itself, and 
the facts set forth show that the pres- 
ervation of ‘life’ itself is imperiled by 
the excessivé hours of work.” 

The brief seeks to prove that overwork 
of the girl or woman shows itself unmis- 
takably in the succeeding generation, that 
moral breakdown, criminal acts, alcohol- 
ism, and degeneracy can be traced back 
to the long hours of work and the insuffi- 
cient hours of rest in the lives of work- 
ing women. 

The argument that women should be 
protected is backed by excerpts from the 
statements of Justice Brewer when the 
United States Supreme court declared the 
Oregon ten hour law, used as the model 
for that of Illinois, constitutional. 

“Legislation for women’s protection,” 
“may be sustaiued even when 
like legislation for men is not necessary 
and could not be sustained,” 


NATIONAL LEGISLATION AGAINST 
PANDERS. 

Of all the duties which will fall to con- 
gress during the present session none will 
exceed in importance, immediacy, or grave 
concern that of enacting laws to stop the 
pander’s trade. Congress has now before 
it not only the immigration commission’s 
special report, but it has the much fuller 
record of the commission made a year 
ago. 

There is no denying or contesting the 
awful disclosures made by the commis- 
sion. The filthy business carried on in 
most large cities is a disgrace which the 
authorities should wipe out. The present 
laws are inadequate for that purpose. 
State legislation should be reinforced by 
federal legislation to make the transporta- 
tion of women from one state to another 
for immoral purposes a felony. The 
Mann bill for this purpose is thought to 
cover the ground thoroughly and it is im- 
perative that it should be passed without 
delay along with the other legislation sug- 
gested by the commission. 


MATRIMONIAL MESSAGES BY WIRE. 

One of the exhibits submitted in the 
case of two unhappy eastern persons who 
were prominently married and now are 
getting prominently divorced is a bundle 
of telegrams representing about $10,000 
in telegraph tolls, an expense incurred 
in two years of wedded life in the ex- 
change of domestic thought between hus- 
band and wife when separated from time 
to time.

Some astonishment has been created by Lord North- 
ampton’s lease of Castle Ashby, his place in North- 
amptonshire, to the well known South African mining 
magnate, Friedlander. For the latter is Jew, and 
the balustrade which runs around the entire edge of 
the roof of the castle is. constructed of great stone 
letters, so placed as to show verses from the gospels, 
the same form of decoration being repeated in the 
balustrades of the numerous stately terraces. 

“If Lord Northampton has let Castle Ashby it is not 
because he is in any way impoverished. On the con- 
trary, he is rich; but he wishes to obtain still more 
money than he already has got in order to devote it 
to those philanthropic enterprises in which he is so 
deeply interested and in connection with which he en- 
tertains views that verge on socialism. An earnest 
Radical, he naturally has been one of the supporters 
of the government's financial proposals in the house of 
lords and owes his Order of the Garter to the nomina- 
tion of the Asquith cabinet. 

Much of his wealth comes to him through his 
mother, the late marchioness having been the only 
daughter and heiress of the greater part, of the fortune 
of the second Lord Ashburton, who was in his day 
one of the principal partners of the house of Baring. 
She brought her husband in marriage a vast estate, in- 
cluding extensive ground rents in the Clerkenwell and 
Islington districts of London, which are increasing In 
value all the time. 

Castle Ashby is situated on high ground above ths 
river Nene, in Northamptonshire, and was built in 
part during the reign of Queen Elizabeth, the remain- 
der being completed after the accession of James L., 
who paid a state visit there with his queen. Inigo 
Jones in 1620 made some further additions, including 
two turrets and a long gallery; while the great dining 
room was added in 1695, on the occasion of a state 
visit by William ITI.

Lord Northampton traces his descent from Osbert 
of Compton, who flourished in the reign of Henry II. 
and who was the son of Turchil of Arden, an Anglo- 
Saxon chieftain, who, according to history, deserted 
King Harold for William the Conqueror just before 
the battle of Hastings. From this contemporary of 
the Norman conquest the present marquis is descend- 
ed in an unbroken line, and his family already was in 
possession of the estates of Compton Wynyates (a 
corruption of “Compton of the vineyards”) at the 
time when Doomsday Book was complied, nearly a 
thousand years ago. It remains to this day the favwor- 
ite home of the marquis of Northampton, the present 
mansion, built on the foundations of older houses, dat- 
ing from the reign of Henry VIII., when it was con- 
structed by Sir William Compton, who was the whip- 
ping boy, childhood playmate, and boyhood friend of 
Henry VIII., whom he attended at the Field of the 


Cloth of Gold besides being his ambassador to Emperor | 


Charles, chancellor of Ireland, and one of the princl- 
pal participants in the Battle of the Spurs. 

Compton Wynyates is perhaps one of the finest half 
timbered country seats of England, a strange mixture 
of Tudor castle and of cottage, with turrets, embattled 
walls, timbered gable ends, and a broad moat teeming 
with silver fish—a mansion distinguished in an alto- 
gether unique fashion by its demonstration of the 
architectural secret of perfect proportion without 
regularity.

Sir William Compton's son, who became 
Northampton, achieved fame by his 
Elisabeth, only daughter and heiregs of Sir John Spen- 
cer, lord mayor of London, In 1635. Known .-.as Will 
Compton, he was a scapegrace, and Sir John objected to 
his suit. So young Compton disguised himself as a 
baket’s apprentice and carried off Miss Elizabeth Spen- 
cer, the object of his affections, concealed in a baker's 
basket, on his shoulders. 

Sir John began by disinheriting his daughter, but 
ultimately relented and when he died left her his vast 
fortune, which was estimated at a million pounds 
sterling, a colossal sum in those days. 

Its amount seems to have turned the head of his 
son-in-law, for the latter indulged in such insane 
extravagance, spending half a million dollars in a fort- 
night, that his wife secured his incarceration for a few 
months in the Tower of London until he had recov- 
ered his senses. Created, by reason of his wife's for- 
tune, earl of Northampton, he was to the end of his 
days known among his contemporaries as “the crazy 
lord,” owing to the dementia to which he had given 
way on his sudden accession to riches. 

The present Lord Northampton is also the owner of 
old Cantonbury tower, in the northern part of London, 
of which Washington Irving wrote so entertainingly 
and which has now been converted by the marquis 
into a club for the poor of the locality. In the four- 
teenth and fifteenth centuries, and also during part of 
the sixteenth, Canonbury tower was used for religious

establishments of that kind In the reign of Henry 
VIII., who presented it to Thomas, Lord Cromwell, his 
gentleman in waiting. It was rented for a time to Sir 
Francis Bacon, and then it passed into the possession 
of Sir John Spencer, the ae mayor of London above 
mentioned. 

On one occasion an unsuccessful attempt was made 
by pirates hailing from Dunkirk to capture Sir John 
and to hold him for ransom while on his way from his 
suburbaén home, Canonbury tower, to his town house, 
Crosby hall, in Bishepsgate, which was only torn p Fat 
a short time ago after the failure of all attempts to 
preserve this picturesque speciment of Elizabethan 
architecture from the hands of the wrecker. Since the 
death of Sir John Spencer Canonbury tower always has 
belonged to the lords of “Northampton, who have fre- 
quently accorded hospitality there to distinguished peo- 
ple, among them Oliver Goldsmith, who found refuge 
there from h‘s creditors and who is said to have writ- 
ten “The Vicar of Wakefield” beneath its roof.

Who is right and who is wrong? ‘This 


is a living question which God has put to our 
day. In a thousand ways in our own life, right 
..0r wrong depends upon our anderstanding of 
this question, upon our answer to it. 
But has not the answer been given already? 
Has not the court to whose decision we must 
all bow, has not modern science given a definite 
answer to this question? It has shown us irrefatably that life goes 


Ba on at all only because the stronger, bigher, better life represses and 


destroys the lower life; and that the world in all its beauty and infinite 
manifoldness has arisen to where it is only because the natural law of 
existence invariably selects the fittest to survive and to propagate its 
kind for future generations, where the same process shall be repeated. 
Thus the whole development of the world from beginning to end has 
been due to the constant triumph of the stronger over the weaker forms 
of life. 

The same thing may be said of human life.. Competition decides 
who has a right to exist; who, in the judgment of God, is the more 
sable, the more valuable. From such a point of view it is only a 
blessing to the human race that the rest, the underlings, are left to 


T is said by Lester F. Ward that every sciea- 
tific truth of moment has been foreshadowed, 
forestalled, ‘by the facts, and he cites Mmerson 
as a case in point. 

Twenty-three years before the coming of 
Darwin’s “Origin of Species” Emerson had 
wonderfully written: 


“A subtle chain of countless rings 
The next unto the farthest brings: 
The eye reads omens as it goes, 
And speaks all languages the rose; 
And, striving to be man, the worm 
Mounts through all the spiree of form.” 


Here was the theory of evolution formu- 
lated by a poet. Emerson was scientifically accurate, notably in the 
choice of the worm—the ancestral vertebrate. But he talked po- 
etically, artistically, not scientifically,. not technically. 


S a matter of stern, hard common sense truth, 
most of that advice which today is given to 
the young man in person, long before ought to 
have been impressed upon the father, in order 
that the growing boy and young man might 
have been made open to all else that may 
come to him in spoken advice and personal ex- 
‘perience, © 
To make spoken advice acceptable to youth 
the young man most needing it will have to be 
in a frame of mind to accept it. “ Advice” is 
a word that is not relished by youth. In gen- 
eral it is the advice of the old man, perhaps 
fond of talking and who obtrudes it upon the 
boy. To the youngster the speaker is an “old 
fossil.’ He is dwelling in his own past that has been buried for a 
generation. He is not up with the times. He is likely to be ten or 
twenty years behind modern methods, everywhere. 

No one is quicker tc determine such a state of mind in the adviser 
than is the young man. He grows to detest the “ good advice” that 
the older person pushes. upon him without invitation. 

“T’ll bet he was as bad as any of us,” says the young man to his 
fellows, and they join him in the laugh that follows, ai 

But in case of fathers in tens of thousands of cases, that father 
knows enough to make chummy overtures toward his son. That old, 
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their anavoidable rate. Were one to disturb or to hinder tnis 


_ competitive warfare, were one-to hinder the stronger in their anaihila~ 
tion of the weaker, one would only hinder universal progress and sin 


against\the natura! law of life. 

But it is precisely out of regard for natural law that I should like 
‘to urge objections to the inference in question which has been draw® 
from -that law. For in the great competition of life, who are victors 
today in the struggle for ce? Are they always the fit, the 
strong? Certainly we may not affirm the contrary and seek fitness and 
human greatness only among the underlings, the suffering, and the 
downtrodden. But the point is that success in the struggle for 
existence today allows no sort of conclusion to the worth of the 
personality of the victor, because this success in numberless cases is 
determined by other factors than the man himself, than his desert and 
worthiness. Ofpen success is decided before the struggle even begins. 

The outer conditions under which men begin the conflict are 
antecedently so anequal that even the fittest. are not always in a 
position to seize the opportunity or advantage which others, aiore 
unfit, more worthless, have in their reach. Often the fittest map 
finds the place in life where he could have done great things already 
preémpted. In that case nothing avails; he must fall behind. 

Even where competition, and this alone, makes aman victor, how 
often it is just not the worthier achievement that helped him to. his 
victor-, but rather the more unwortliy, the cheaper and poorer, by 
which he drove his opponent from the field. 

Convince me that such competition as this signifies an application 
and revelation of the natural law of social progress, and my faith ‘n 
God and the world would forthwith suffer shipwreck. We all know 


The demonstrations by science that followed his verse did not in 
the least add to the truth of evolution. They merely translated it into 
scientific language. They made a scientific structure out of it with 
links of cause and effect, whereas Dmerson’s formula was imaginative. 

It was addressed to the intuition, which needs no chain of reason- 
ing. And in this Emersonian form it was just as much fact as in the 
Darwinian. 

Proof and demonstration do not make facts. They do not even 
establish facts. They merely put facts into a different tongue. 

The circumstance that a thought has not been put into scientific 
form does not at all affect its verity. It may or may not be true. 
But science does not make it either true or not true. When Sir WiI- 
jam Rowan Hamilton first discovered his celebrated quaternions he 
was on a walk with Lady Hamilton. They were crossing a bridge 
when the roct idea of the quaternion theory flashed on his ‘mind. 
He instantly made a note of it in writing; for he realized that he had 
got an idea that would repay at least fifteen years of labor to dem- 
onstrate. Yet the quatérnions were no truer after they were elaborated

Pretty Actresses and a Dancer’ 
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a Charles Klein, Exponent 


of the Primer- Drama. 
By Hammond. 


If the ethical influence of the drama is what it is presumed to be, this will be a 
white world before Mr. Charles Klein is through with it. He is ever “ plotting some 
new reformation.” He is for God’s justice through and through, and a wrong in our 
‘scheme of life immediately sends him into the throes of composition. One forgets just 
what curse Mr. Klein assailed in “ The Lion and the Mouse,” but it had something 
to do with the money evil. “ The Daughters of Men” elucidated the labor and cap- 
itai controversy; ‘Fhe Third Degree” exposed hypnosis in the police force; and 
“The Next of Kin,” his most recent alarum, cries out, howeVer feebly, against 
bad inheritance laws and the inefficiency of the good ones. Incidentally it is a sup- 
plemeutal exposé of the baleful effects of the evil eye; and the futility of retaining 
@ virtuous but ineffectual legal adviser. 

Criticism of life being the noblest mission of the dramatist, it does not therefore 
become an earnest disciple of the theater to sneer at Mr. Klein. He is certainly 
serious and perhaps he is. sincere. His audience is large and loyal; his sermons, 
though preached from. a primer, are journalistic and timely, and even if we have 
observed no definite harvest from his labors, it may be the fault of the stony ground. 

“The Next of Kin” is Mr. Klein in his most elemental mood. It is scarcely a 
_ play; rather. it is an indifferent charade, contrived so that there will ‘be no doubt 
about the answer. Of illusion there ig none. ‘The characters are theatrical, the situ- 
ations are labored,-.the dialogue «is: monotonously the. expected speech of thé “Stage, 
always the same no matter who utters it. It is rudimentary that when a character 
is introduced it is as if Myr. Klein, pointer in . were saying: “ This is 
law-yer. See the bad ldw-yer?” Although having no “Knowledge .of the lunacy 
liws of the state of New, York, we were disposed to believe that a lunacy 
commission gs eo: of a hypnotist, an ignoramus, and a learned special- 
ist coached by ah unscrupulous lawyer, might send a perfectly sane heiress to an 
tsylum without the knowledge of her counsel. But eertainly not in the crude way 
“tis done in “The Next of Kin.” Our supposition is that such things are accom- 
plished either subtly or brazenly. Here it is merely a bungle, full of bombastic dia- 
logue, absurdly overdrawn mesmerism, and in addition not especially interesting. 
I; is so unrea! that it should be seen twice to be described. Even Mr. Klein acknow!- 
edges its undramatic shortcomings by ending the situation with an entirely extraneous

Author Edward Sheldon makes the man cry 
out that he won*t-give up the girl, seize her 
in his arms, hofd her to his breast, and kiss 
her face, passionately over and oyer again.

Here the prohibition question is 
brought in./ Phil is a modérate drinker, and. 
a whisky bottle is ever uncorked om his side- 
board by an’ open box of cigars, but he be- 
lieves that most of the outrages by negroes 
come of drunkenness. So he decides to sign 
a prohibitory bill which he is expected to 
veto. 

That. enrages his cousin, the owner of a 
distillery, and precipitates the play’s dis- 
aster, for this cousin knows that Phil’s 
grandmother was @ quadroon. He hes no 
reason to suspect the secret. The taint of 
negro blood does not show in his high bred, 
keenly. intellectual personality. The blow 
paralyzes him for a time. He can parry it 
by vetoing. the anti-whisky bill, in which 
case the only keeper of the truth will deliver 
to him all proof of it.

éfféminacy. Some of the world's greatest 
warriore have been ezsily moved to tears. 
and history and biography teem with inci- 


have been weepers. 

Darwin once asserted that man is the only 
animal which sheds tears. Later he modified 
thet by including the deer among the criers 
and now it ise generally accepted as a fact 
that the elephant also weeps. Capt. Boyn- 
ton asserted that his seals were proficient in 
the art of weeping and that they shed tears 
profusely upon occasions which would pro- 
yoke them in man—viz.: sorrow, surprise, 
and joy. The monkey is one of the most imi- 
tative of animals, and yet no one has ever 
observed a monkey shed tears. They can 
go through the visible form of grief, but 
cannot simulate a tear. 


> 

Crying is both’ healthful and enjoyable 
exercise. Many seem astonished to see 
people flocking to a theater where there is 
a play on the boards which compels tears. 
Yet that should be no surprise. Tears are 
caused by touching the emotions, and a play 
which does «6 Must ring true or people would 
rot ery. The sense of crying is refitted and 
delicious. Tears reduce various elemenis to 
a common denominator, as it were. The 
person in the next seat who is shedding tears 
over something which ;has touched us be- 
comes something thort of a brother to us. 
The theatrical manager who discovers a 
play which will make his audiences cry 
knows that he has a gold mine. I once heard 
a well known comedian say: “It takes a 
thougend laughs to make a success, but it re- 
quires only one sob to make one.”’ 

In the years since I have been connected 
with the theater I never saw so much shed- 
ding of tears as there is during the perform- 
ance of “ Madame X.’’ They tell me that 
during the last act the audience appears to 
be a sea of handkerchiefs, while sobs are 
plainly audible. Sometimeés they are so loud 
as to rattle me for the moment and almost 
make me forget my lines. I do not wonder 
that the audience cry at the pathetic situation 
before them, for [, who am an actor init, em 
moved to tears at every performance. 

I am often asked if I shed real tears dur- 
ing the delivery of my speech to the jury. 
Emphatically I do. If I did not I could not 
answer for my effects, and I believe the suc- 
cess which the public has been so kind as to 
accord me in the réle is due to the fact of 
my absolute sincerity. Every time I play 
the part I imagine myself Raymond, pleading 
for hig mother's life,‘and who would not be 
moved to eloquence by such a situation? 

a 

Not alone women are moved by ‘‘ Madame 
X.”" I have seen strong men with bronzed 
faces and rough exteriors crying profusely, 
not like babies as one is wont to say. but like 
men, for there is no disgrace in it, no dishonor 
in it, no sign of weakness in it—but rather a 
demonstration that the heart is in the right 
place and that the shedder of tears is human. 
After all the secret of all this tear shedding 
is the simplest thing in the world—merely a 
proof of the universality of a mother’s love. 

If I were a girl and went toa theater witha 
man who did not cry at “ Madame X "’ I be- 
lieve I should refuse to marry him for that 
‘reason if no other, and if I were engaged toa 
girl and should teke her to see ‘‘ Madame X "’ 
and she did not cry I should break off the 
engagement. It would prove that there was 
something wrong with the character which 
would not be moved by such an appeal to the 
heart strings. 

Crying is an enjoyment... People go to see 
** Madame X,”’ cry through its scenes, and 
go out of the theater smiling and happy. The 
tears seem to serve as an outlet for many 
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of the humareewhich flesh is helr to. Ocu- 
lists will tel] you that crying is healthful. 
It strengthens the muscles of the eye and 
empties the secretions there and renders the 
organ as nature intended tt to be. Nature 
never goes amiss. 

Tears were placed in the lachryma! glands 
for moistening the eyeballs, but there was 
also another reason. *Tiey were made to 
shed and when they are stirred by a great 
work of art the sense of nobility is touched. 
Never scoff at a person who goes to a p/ay- 
house to cry. The cry has quite as many 
uses in the economy of nature as the laugh.

FOR CALIFORNIA 


Gleason’s Statements Make It 
Evident Coast City Has . 
the Call. 


UTAH BELIEVED UNSAFE, 


Attitude of Mormon State Offi- 
cials Toward Boxing May 
Be Hostile. 


With visits from two of the promoters who 
attended the opening of bids for the James 
J. Jeffries-Jack Johnson fight in New York, 
Chicago fans were given plenty of first hand 
news of the pugilistic situation. One of the 
promoters who stopped off here on his way 
from Gotham to California was Jack Gleason, 
who, with “ Tex’ Rickard, corralled the 
fight with a bid of $101,000 and two-thirds of 
the picture money. The other was Tom Mo- 
Carey of Los Angeles, who, despite the fact 
he made an offer of a fortune, failed to land 
the attraction. 

Gleason, who is part owner of the San 
Francisco baseball! club fn the Pacific Coast 
league, had much to tell about what hap- 
pened in New York, and he told most all of 
it. From his conversation it is now evident 
that the battle of the black and white giants 
will take place in San Francisco apd no other 
elty. While Rickard, Gleason's partner in 
the successful combination of promoters, 
has said that Salt Lake City could have the 
fight if it could pull it off, it is practically as- 
sured even now that the Utah backers of the 
venture will have to “lay low” because of 
the attitude of the authorities. 

From the Utah governor and other state 
officials no news has come as to whether or 
not they would consent to allow the contest 
to take place in Salt Lake City. While the 
laws there are practically the same regard- 
ing prize fighting as in California, the game 
has not been allowed there with freedom. 
This probably means that when the time 
comes for an actual decision as to where the 
men are to fight, Utah will be cut off the 
list. Gleason is of this opinion, and surely | 
he must be close to the situation. 


Gleason Still Coffroth’s Friend. 


Gleason explained one point which caused 
considerable unfavorable comment after the 
aeceptance of the bid, and that was how he 
happened to be mixed up with both Rickard 
and James Coffroth. He declared that on his 
arrivalin New York he met Coffroth, and that 
they had agreed to go in together when the 
bidding time arrived. Later Gleason said 
that he met Rickard, and when he learned 
the latter’s hid was better than Coffroth 
could offer he asked the San Francisco pro- 
moter to release him from the combination. 
This Coffroth did, and then Gleason hooked 
up with Rickard and their bid won the attrac- 
tion, 

But this wakn't the version rumored after 
the decision on bids had been made. It was 
said at that time that Gleason had hooked up 
with Coffroth, and that when he heard 
Rickard’s bid was to be the winner he 
Jumped to the-other side, double crossing 
Coffroth. According to Gleason, this story 
Was absolutely false, and he said that he and 
Coffroth were still fast friends, which seems 
to make hie story look better than the rumor 
by many miles. 

While *‘ Uncle Tom” McCarey was in the 
city-he took an awful swipe at the New York 
reporters, who, he inaisted, qudted him all 
sorts of ways without any reason for doing 
s0. McCarey denied he made a how! when 
his bid was turned down, and as for the yarn 
that ‘he had claimed there was underhand 
dealing when the Rickard bid was accepted 
he branded this as the worst kind of a fabri- 
cation. 

Gary Butts In with Offer.’

That was a great joke all 
right, and if it reaches the ears of Rickard 
certainly will stir up considerable merri- 
ment in his promotorial frame. 

Has Gary been sleeping? Doesn't it know 
that Indiana prohibits the game of fisticuffs 
and doesn’t it know lots of other things 
nearly as important that would prevent any 
such a battle within the boundary of the 
Hoosier state? Surely Gary isn't dreaming 
like that. Advertising is good for Gary, just 
as it is good for other places and things, and 
it looks as if Gary knew it, too. 

The first hitches In the Jeff-Johnson fight 
cropped up during the week and both came 
from the Johnson camp. The first hitch was 
produced by an alleged demand by the negro 
that he and Jeff split the purse.

BIG CROWD 


American Experte Give Opinions on 
Dominion Style of Football. 


New York, Dec. 11.—The Hamilton and Ot- 
tawa, Ontario, football teams, two of the 
leading clubs of Canada, gave an exhibition 
game of rugby as played in Canada at Van 
Cortlandt park this afternoon, before a rep- 
resentative gathering of the best American 
football authorities and a vast crowd of 
other spectators, who had been attracted by 
a desire to see the game which has been her- 
alded by some as the successor of American 
college football es«now played. Hamilton 
won, 11 to 6. 

Not understanding the rules of play at 
firet the crowd was apathetic, but asthe play 
advanced there was more enthusiasm, and 
at the conclusion the public was unmistak- 
ably friendly to the game. 

The rules committee of the American col- 
legiate Football association meets in this 
city during Christmas week, and it is ex- 
pected that its members, nearly all of whom 
witnessed the gamé today, will consider a 
revision of .ae rules, bearing in mind the 
rughy game as exhibited today. Among the 
head coaches, trainers, and other American 
authorities there seemed to be a consensus 
of opinion that the open.play and entire ab-’* 
sence of mass play In the rugby game is re- 
sponsible for the few accidents which have 
resulted. 

Play Pour Quarters. 

The game is divided into four quarters of 
fifteen minutes each, The teams exchange 
goals between quarters and there was a ten 
minute intermission between the second and 
third quarters. One Ottawa man was glight- 
ly hurt in.the first five minutes of play, but 
after that not a player was injured until near 
the end of the contest, when in fast and 
sirenuous playing three men were retired. 
The rules provide that no matter how slight- 
ly a player is hurt he must retire to avoid 
possible further injury. 

The first quarter, when Hamilton scored 
four points to Ottawa's nothing, brought out 
many features of rugby. The game was 
marked by spectacular kicking by the backs 
on both sides.. This, and the rule against 
mass play, led to much open playing which 
appealed particularly to the spectators. 


Many Experts Present.

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OPINIONS OF EXPERTS 
ON RUGBY FOOTBALL. 


New York, Dec. 11—[Speciay,.]—Prominént 
leaders and eritics of Intercollegiate football 
who attended the Canadian Rugby football 
game in New York today declared the game 
had many points in tts favor. The general 
opirgog, however, was that-it was not a sdt- 
isf.tory subdstitute for the game now in 
vogte in the American colleges. The follow- 
ing*opinions were expressed: 


DIRSCTOR STAGG, UNIVERSITY OF CHI- 
There is no doubt that the Canadian 
¢ as played this afternoon is more open than 
game, but it is a question in my mind wheth- 
er’ this openness is an advantage. The play 
seems to be loose, and the element of chance 
entirs largely. There does not seem to be 
er>agh etress laid on accurate play. In brief, 
th «game does not seem so highly developed as 
ours. There are many things that [| like about 
it, though, among them are the long and accu- 
rate passes. Another good point Is the punting. 
On; the whole, I do not think the game an ade- 
quite substitute for our own. 

WALTER CAMP—<As played by the Hamlton- 
Ottawa teams football is much less dangerous 
than as played in the United States. Of course 
you cannot tell how dangerous the game would 
be if played by Ameficans. In both games 
there is possibility of injury but the cpenness 
of the Canadian play makes the probabiiity of 
serious hurts less than it would be between 
American teams under American rules. There 
are many things about rugby I admire. One 
of these ie the freedom of punting. The rule 
which allows @ man a free kick is a good one 
In the matter of tackling 1 cannot see much 
difference. Americans throw thelr men harder, 
but the rules governing the tackle are the same. 
The increased punting which the rugby game per- 
mite, however, would make hard tackles less 
frequent and thus lessen the liability of hard 
injuries. I do not believe that as a whole 
the game will ever be adopted in this country, 
though we may take hints from some of its fea- 
tures. 

WILLIAM EDWARDS, FORMER PRINCETON 
STAR—There is no doubt that the game played 
today is far less dangerous than our game. It 
lacks, however, the individual brilliance of the 
American game, and therefore can never take its 
place. The dest feature of the play this after- 
noon wan the absence of mass plays.

U., but the international body 
adopted the drastic resolution that Secre- 
tary F. H. Coupe of the Eastern Amateur 
Skating association, and the official upon 
whom the blame for an unjust action in 
the Lamy case was placed, be removed from 
his office within fifteen days. from date, 
“for conduct on his part prejudicial to the 
interest of skating,” with the penalty of 
the forfeiture of the membership of the E. 
A. 8S. A. in the International body.

Favors Board of Experts. 

Having watched “the game” moving to- 
wards this goal. ané having assisted and wit- 
nessed its advent, those who are most deeply 
interested in it naturally wish to see it retain 
ite popularity in this country. and to en- 
deavor, so far as they can, to make it pos- 
sible for boxing in other countries ic frow up 
and develop under the same circumstances as 
have favored it here. 

How this may be done has been a problem 
to which lately we have given a considerable 
amount of thought; for there are so many fn- 
terests to be taken into account that any 
hastily considered project may defeat the ob- 
ject in view. The main thing to strive after 
is the consolidation of inte: rational boxing 
under a board of gentlemen who will have 
the entire confidence of the various nations 
represented. 

In England we can boast of at least a tacit- 
ly recognized authority—the National Sport- 
ing club—whose dicta on knotty points are 
generally accepted as correct; but if we cast 
our thoughts to the United States, to Aus- 
tralia, and to France. the three other coun- 
tries in the world where professional! boxing 
flourishes. we find no Body that crystallizes 
the opinions of the boxing public. 

Parenthetically. we may say that we are 
strongly of opinion that boxing wil! flourish 
locally just in proportion to the control. and 
the kind of control. exercised over it by ‘he 
press, When the press has contro! such as it 
has in this country—holding stakes which are 
real stakes and not bogus ones; appointing 
referees who will act justly whatever the 
consequences; refusing to hold the stakes of 
men who have bought or who are likely to 
bring “ the game” into disrepute—then one 
may naturally expect cleaner esport than 
where control ig exercised only by inter- 
ested promoters. 


Lonsdale Approves Move. 

In order that a start may be made in the 
control of international] boxing, in particulier 
where championships of the world are con- 
cerned, we have promulgated a scheme. 
which, we have the greatest pleasure tn an- 
nouncing. has the hearty support of that 
gies.*t sporteman. the earl of Lonsdale, the 
patron of all that is best and purest in British 
boxing (who has further signified his willing- 
ness to do what he can to bring about the con- 
summation of the idea); Mr. J. H. Dougtas. 
the president of the Amateur Boxing aesocia- 
tion. whose fhterest in- boxing, as ourreaders | 
are aware, has done so much to keep “ the 
game’ sweet in amateur and professional 
ranks; Mr. Eugene Corri, who is always 
ready to assist in any really deserving 
scheme, and who has the entire confidence of 
the boxing public, and others whose views we 
shall have pleasure in giving later. 

Briefly outlined, the proposal is, as has been 
suggested: 

“To create an international board, consiat- 
ing of two sportsmen representative of box- 
ing in Great Britain and the United States of 
America, and one representative in Austrai- 
asia and France for the purpwse of: 

“(1) Framing rules for the conduct of the 
champlonships of the world. 

(2) Fixing the weights at which world’s 
championships must be contested. > 

(3) deciding who are entitled to cal} them- 
selves champions of the world. 

“ (4) If considered desirable. supplying 
belts or other trophies to be held by recog- 


nized champions of the world.” 


First let us deal with the most dimficuh 
part of the problem. namely, the constitution 
of the board. and in this, as in the other mat. 
ters to be considered, we must be guided by 
the consensus of opinion in the various coun- 
tries. Our suggestion is that the board shouid 
consist of six gentlemen, representing the 
four countries named, with an honorary sec- 
retary. Each country’s representatives or 
representative would be entitled to.name a 
substitute to act In the principal's absence. 
The first board should be presided over by 
the earl of Lonsdale. His lordship’s presi. 
dency would at once put the heli mark of 
sincerity, authority. @nd dignity upon the 
board. Lord Lonsdale would not bea mere 
figurehead. , 


Difficulty in United States. 

It is when we come to the United States of 
America that we find a rea! difficulty. Where 
shall we find representatives for the States? 
Do the press, the promoters, or the pugilists 
control “the game” there? We have a pro- 
posal, and we shall await the criticisms of 
the leading American sporting editors, pro- 
moters, and professionals with great in- 
terest, for by these criticisms the source from 
which the U. 8S. A. representatives are to 


‘come must be decided. Our proposal is: 


That the sporting editors of morning news- 
papers in New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
Ban Francisco, Boston, and Los Angeles be 
each asked to select a representative, These 
representatives will finally select one rep. 
resentative to sit on the Internationa! boarua. 


and 

That the recognized promoters of world’s 
championship contests in the United States 
be asked to nominate one representative to 
sit on the international board. 

It will be generally conceded, we believe, 
that an International board of contro! for 
boxing is needed, for in America at all events 
leading promoters are heartily of the 
never ending bickerings and squabbiings 
over weights and titles and rules. 

‘ The colonies are with us; France favors 

our weights and rules; and when we hayeaa 

interchange of opinions with Uncle Sam we | 
shall find him ready and willing to enter into 

a compact to properly control internationa) 

contests, or at any rate those that are for 

the championships of the world.

Board Wants Reform, but Not 
Entirely New Game. 


STAGG’S VIEWS IN FAVOR. 


Professors Commend Recommendations 
Made by Coach. 


Members of the Universicy of Chicago 
athletic board are awaiting anxiously the 
return of Director Stagg f7om New York, 
when he will make an official report to his 
fellow professors on Canadian rugby. This 
will be submitted before the board of ath- 
letic control at its meeting next Saturday 
morning, when the question of a schedule 
also wil] be taken up. 

President Judson and members of the 
board would oppose Stagg if he should advo- 
cate dominion rugby instead of the American 
college game and Stagg himself is not ex- 
pected to swing from the game he has 
coached at for seventeen years. It is reason- 
ably sure, however, that he will revise his 
dope on new rules or add others. 

Stagg hopes to see new light, for in addi- 
tion to studying Canadian football for him- 
seif, he will talk over the relative merits of 
this style and the American gridiron game 
with adherents of both, and will try his rules 
on the eastern experts, who will pass judg- 
ment on what he proposes Dec. 28, 


Like Stagg’s Recommendations. 

At the Midway the professors are unani- 
mous in asserting that the American game 
may be made safer and that football ex- 
perts are going about the thing in proper 
They are gatisfied especially with 
the changes Stagg ...mself has proposed to 
encourage more forward passing by making 
it less hazardous and placing heavy pre- 
miums on teams that resort to old style 
tactics by Increasing the distance to be gained 
in three downs from ven to fifieen yards. 

Though the athletic board will meet to take 
up the schedule, not much expected to de- 
velop. The session will be more in the na- 
ture of an eliminating process for ** small” 
teams that have challenged. It is reasona- 
ably certain that Wisconsin, Minnesota, and 
Illinois wt be on the list again.

MAY REVOLT AT WISGJNSIN 


| Athletic Upheaval Looms Because 


of Faculty Governing Board. 


STUDENTS WANT CONTRACT. 


Denial of Seven Game Football Sched- 
ule Bone of Cuntention, 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 11.—[Special.]—Amn 
athletic upheaval, the scope of which will 
rival that of 1906 whem the conference re- 
ceived its purification at the hands of the 
professors, is promised at the University of 
Wisconsin during the winter. The upheaval 
this time, however, has a much different ob- 
ject In view than did the one of four years 
ago, and if it is as succesful as that one 
was it ultimately will take the contro! of 
athletics at the university out of the hands 
of an unfriendly faculty and place it with 
the student body, where at least it will havea 
chance for life. 

The contemplated revolution at Wisconsin 
is the result of the actions of the athletic 
council, the faculty athletic governing board, 
which during the last week has. set its foot 
down unmercifully upon every proposition 
emanating from the student body tending to 
broaden the athletic horizon at the Badger 
institution. The crowning work of infamy, 
according to the student point of view, is the 
refusal of the council to recommend to the 
faculty the lengthening of the football sched- 
ule of 1910 from five to seven games. 


Talk, but Fail to Vote. 

With the exception of Northwestern, Wis- 
consin is the only conference college limited 
to five games, and earty In the year the 
Badger professors, in private talks and in 
public interviews, had given the students to 
understand that the period of probation of 
reform athletics was atan end, and that in- 
asmuch as the students had shown them- 
selves willing to abide by the restrictions that 
had been rammed down their throats during 
the last four years, the faculty was willing to 
meet them more than half way and allowa 
seven game schedule from how on, so that 
Wisconsin would not be forced to compete on 
an inequality with the other conference co}- 
leges 

Then came the ice water. Just at the time 
when most of the students were busying 
themselves with affairs other than athletics 
the athletic council held an unannounced 
meeting and indorsed the old ideag on ath- 
letics that have. been the vogue at Wiscon- 
sin for a college generation by refusing to 
give the Badgers the one chance that present- 
ed itself to them to pull out of the rut. 


Hutchins Swallows the Pill. 

Though keenly disappointed in the acticn of 
the council, Athletic Director Hutchins al- 
ready has begun work on the football] sched- 
ule of 1910. It is probable a new program will 
be followed by the Badgers next. year in 
scheduling games only with conference col- 
leges. If this is done, Lawrenoe, which al- 
ways has opened the football season here, will 
be dropped and either Iilinols or Purdue taken 
on instead. A verbal contract already has 
been entered into between Wisconsin and IIli- 
noig to play next fall and if suitable dates can 
be arfanged the Illini will be taken on, the 
game probably being played at Champaign, 
Chicago, Minnesota, Indiana, and North west- 
ern are practically assured, There had been 
considerable talk here following the close of 
the season of scheduling a game with Mar- 
quette next year to settle the state champion- 
ship, but all negotiations have been broken 


off.

The largest and most successful stable of 
trotters and pacers owned and 
by one man for the last two seasons has been 
that of George H. Betabrook, a Denver mer- 
chant. Aged horses and colts from year- 
lings to 3 year olds have been bought with 
a lavish hand by the westerner, who has been 
active in turf affairs for many years. 

Mr. Estabrook is the highest type of sports- 
man. He spends a fortune every year for 
the pleasure of seeing his horses perform on 
the grand circuit; he does not bet; he pays 
top prices for colts as well as matured nags, 
and while he has an intense love for all good 
horees. and especially his own, he always is 
willing to admit that other people’s trotters 
and pacers have merit. 

When a member of his string ie beaten he 
ie not downcast and ready to quit, and when 
one wins a race he smiles cheerily and has a 
pleasant word to say about the losers. There- 
fore it is peculiarly unjust that such &® man 
rhoukid, even by implication, have his name 
connected with any transaction which savors: 
of chicanery., ~~ 


Speeder Denver Goes Wrong. 


And yet such has been the fate of the Den- 
ver man. In the recent New York auction 
Mr. Estabrook disposed of a trotter called 
Denver, a horse of whirlwind speed he bought 
in the summer of 1908 and named this year 
in all the big purses. Denver went wrong 
early, was not started after the Kalamazoo 
meeting, and by reason of not being up to the 
ivstabrook standard was sent to the auctions. 

When the entry to the vendue was made Mr. 
Estabrook impressed upon the representative 
of the sales company who solicited the con- 
signment the fact that Denver was a “ crib- 
ber,’’ and, of course, supposed the fault would 
be announced by the auctioneer. Through 
negligence this was not done, with the re- 
wult that the purchaser rejected the horse, 
which was resold. 

Eastern newspapers were prompt to print 
@ misleading yarn about the matter, entirely 
omitting the fact that Mr. Estabrook had 
called the attention of the sales firm to Den- 
ver’s infirmity, and this incomplete version 
of the matter was sent to all parts of the 
land. Mr. Estabrook has not taken any 
te to have the matter put in the right 

ight 


Wrong Done Estabrook. 


He is well aware that everybody who 
knows him would scout the idea of his con- 
cealing the slightest defect in a trorse he 
Was selling. but inasmuch as the incorrect 
and unfair statements regarding Denver have 
been given wide publicity it is only simple 
justice to tell the whole truth 

The Estabrook horses, about twenty in 
number, are now in Denver, and will be pre- 
pared there for the campaign of 1910. A re- 
cent notable addition to the lot is the trotter 
Littie W., for which $7,500 was paid in Ken- 
tucky after she had shown a mile in 2:07, the 
last half being done in 1:00%. Gus Macey, 
who trains the Estabrook horses, and was 
in the blue grass country looking for a green 
trotter, heard of the mile and bought the 
mare. She is by Simmoneer, grandson of 
George W ilkes, dam by HappyKing, Grandam 
by Aberdeen, great grandam by Almont. 
This breeding is both fashionable and stout, 
the mare tracing to Rysdy¥k’s Hambletonian 
through four of his most hoted sons—Alex- 
ander’s Abdaliah, George Wilkes, Happy 
Medium, and Aberdeen. 


Record Not Unusual. ° 

A 2:07 mile by a green trotter is not un- 
Precedented, aS Spanish Queen, which won 
over $30,000 for Mr. Estabrook in 1908, start- 
ed that campaign without a record and took 
one of 2:07 in her last race of the year, buta 
2:07 mile with a iast half better than 1:01 
makes the horse that doeze the trick look ike 
the best green one that ever turned for the 
word. Lillie W. will be named in all the big 
purses next year. 

Although Colorado, the crack 2 year old 
trotter of the stable, was unable to show

Family Lines Excellent. 

Aspasia was by Alcantara, one of the best 
sons of George Wilkes, and the Alcantara 
blood in the female line is regarded highly 
by breeders. Preparations for the shipment 
of Carlotta Wilkes to Kentécky, where she 
was to have been bred to Peter the Great, 
were under way when she took sick and 
died. 

Another California news item is that Budd 
Doble, who is bwandling a few horses of his 
own breeding, or at least that were sired by 
his stallion, Kinney Lou, has a 3 year old 
trotter called Kinney Lopez that can step a 
quarter right at :30. He will not be raced 
as a 4 year old, but is expected to come east 
in 1921 and take a shy at the grand circuit. 

Kinney Lou was raced in the east a few 
years ago by Doble, who gave him a mark of 
2:07%. which he might materially have bet- 
tered had it not been thought more profitable 
to use him in the stud. He has not hada 
great many fast performers out as yet, but 
his get are said to be unusually gocd looking 
and good headed. The dam ofthe fast 3 year 
old is by Direct; second dam by Naubuc, 
which. is a brother to the one time sensation- 
al eastern trotting stallion, Thomas Jeffer- 
son. 

Directly’s Record on Books. 

The last time Naubuc turned up in the 
pedigree of a really fast horse was a good 
many years ago when the 2 year old pacer 
Directly set the record for his age at 2:07%, 
a mark which still stands, although a 2 year 
old trotter, Native Belle, has equaled it. 

It looks as if the reputation as a siré of 
the dead stallion Todd, son of Bingen, would 
be pretty well taken care of by his son, 
Cochato, 2:11%, whose yearlings in Ken- 
tucky were much admired by visitors last 
fall. One of them, a@ pacer, was given a 
record of 2:24, and a trotter of the same age 
worked a mile just under 2:30. Asa3 year 
old in 1906 Cochato was good enough to win 
a race and take a record under 2:12, and that 
he already is making good as a sire is a card 
for the Todd family, other members of which 
have trotted fast as colts and are to be used 
for breeding purposes. 

Cochato is from Castanea, 2:1914; she by 
Pistachio, 2:21%, a pacing brother of Nut- 
wood. The Bingen blood is showing wonder- 
fully well in the production of colt trotters, 
the leading sons of the old horse being Bin- 
gara and Todd, but if other sons of Todd do 
as well early in life as Cochato seems likely 
to that branch of the family will retain its 
present prominence. 


Yearling Goes Mile in 2:10. 


Among the “ green’ trotters to be put 
out next season which already have shown 


ithe ability to go a mile in 2:10 is one carry- 


ing the blood of, Bingen and Arion, which 
cross has proven effective both om the track 
and in the breeding ranks. 

Albia is the name of the nag, and sheisa 
full sister to Vice Commodore, 2:11, the 
stallion that John Madden owns and is mat- 
ing with some of his best mares. Bingen is 
the sire of Albila and her dam—Narion, by 
Arion—is a daughter of Nancy Henks and 
sister to Lord Roberts, 2:07%, the fastest 
trotter sired by Arion, just ae ansther son of 
Nancy Hanks, Admiral Dewey, 2:04%, ls the 
fastest trotter to the oredit of Bingen. 

When one mare furnishes two stallions of 
the standing of Bingen and Arion with their 
best representatives in the trotting line out of 
the hundreds of trotting tred foals they hsve 
sired the fact means a lot to students of 
heredity and blood lines, expecially when 
this same mare gives a thirc noted horse his 
best trotter, as Nancy Hanks did ig the case 
of John A. McKerron, 2:04%4. 


Credit to Nancy Hanks. 

By that horse Nancy Hanks produced 
Nancy MoKerron, the first classy colt trotter 
of the McKerron family and by odds the 
best one yet to his credit, she taking a 2 
year old record of 2:18% and at3 winr'ng 
a race in 2:12%, 2:10%. It is by reasor of 
these facts that when thé name of Nancy 
Hanks appears in the family tree of a trotter 
of merit the old mare ig bound to receive a 
lot of the oredit for the nag’s performances. 

Mares that make turf history by their own 
achievements in the trotting line and by the 
work of their immediate descendants in 
the matter of winning races and producing 
the winners’ of races now are being given 
their proper place, whereas in the past the 
tendency has been to hand al! the glory of a 
good trotting family to some sire. That was 
Jogical in the days of Rysdyk's Hamble- 
tonian, because he was the one trotting sire 
of the world, but begirming with Dictator 
and coming down to the present the dams of 
great horses have been given their due,

The affair was 
under the management of A. R. Metcalfe and 
the Bruck system of scoring was used,

s¢tion, and the prize winners were as fol- 
lows:

The Chicago Whist club gave a duplicate 
bridge game last Monday night in which fifty 
players took pary. The prize winners were 
Pollock and Sterne, Rothschild and Mann- 
heimer. 

One of the faults which a bridge player 
should avoid is that of pegging along at a 
suit which he has originally opened despite 
unfavorable conditions. The celebrated 
Harvey McCay of Baltimore pronounces 
shiftinese one of the greatest requisites of a 
successtul bridge player. The hands: 
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: Wanted to Develop Suit. 

A little consideration of the first trick iney- 
itably would have shown leader that dealer 
must hold both the king and ten of dlamonds 
and that he was giving away, therefore, at 
least one trick by continuing in that suit. His 
argument was that he held enough reéntries 
to develop the suit and make !t, and was justi- 
fied in ignoring his partner's suit. 

After losing the ace of clubs he still might 
have saved something from the wreck by 
shifting to the heart suit, but, of course, 
continued the diamond. 

At trick ten dealer made a clever play in 
throwing the lead to leader, as he placed 
both the queen and six of spades with that 
player. 

The deal was replayed properly with the 
following result: 
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trick seven, as he could now see enough tricks 
in sight for game. This little change in play 
made the difference of a rubber won or lost. 

One of the Important considerations for the 
player of auction bridge is the placing of the 
original lead by the bidder. 

The deal - which follows |s an extraordinary 
example. The hands: 


S—10, 8. 6, 4, 2 
H—K. 6 
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East and west secured a smal! siam. 

South dealt and bid one diamond; west did 
not bid; north bid one heart; east bid one no 
trump, hoping to get the lead before his op- 
ponents had secured seven tricks. 

South did not bid, west knowing that south 
would certainly open a heart through the 
singly guarded king, bid two no trump in or- 
der to place the original lead with north. 

North did not make the mistake of bidding 
three hearts, and curiously enough he could 
not even have made the odd trick with hearts 
trumps. 

North recognized the motive of west in tak- 
ing the bid away from his partner and tried 
to piace the lead with south with a diamond, 
and east and west easily ran the first twelve 
tricks. The result would have been the same 
had north led the ace of hearts at trick one.

In the second place, had pone doubled, the 
nine of hearts would have been a bad opening 
up to the player who had declared the trump. 
This play should be made only when the 
trump has been declared by dummy. 

Lastly, if pone had doubled and his part- 
ner had led the nine of hearts dealer would 
have won and started the club suft at once 
without taking a second round of trumps, as 
the trumps could be easily placed. Dealer 
would have easily made the odd trick and 
game without being required to play as bril- 
Hantlyias he did.

Dur- 
ing one winter he averaged, increasing at 
the late of 50 per cent a month, but all this 
while stuck strictly to the machinelike meth- 
ods taught him when he got his first lessons 
ia the game. 

Finally the time came when Demarest got 
so far ahead of his teacher in execution 
that he became restless under restraint, and 
after several quarrels they finally separated, 
and Demarest has since played according to 
his own ideas, but he himself concedes that 
‘the greatest part of his success is due to 
the precise machinelike method which he 
acquired from his teacher during the early 
stages of his career.

Christmas of the Business Girl. 


F there is one time in the year when the - 
business girl is apt to envy her stay-at- 
bome sister it Is at Christmas. The stay- 
at-home girl has plenty of time to haunt 
the shops and pick up aj! those delightful 

little bargains with which the counters dre 
piled. She can linger over her decisions. and 
go from shop to shop hunting the thing she 
desires until she has exactly the appropriate 


gift for Aunt Lucy and Cousin Phil and the. 


rest of them. She can spend her long after- 
noons in making gifts, jabots, sachets pin 
cushions, and so on, while the budiness girl 
must be at her de@k. Yes. it looks as if the 
stay-at-home girl had the better part around 
Christmas time at least. 

The trouble with the business girl is she 
does not look at the problem in the right way. 
She must make up her mind. once and for all, 
to go at the subject of Christmas g ving as 
systematically and as soberly as she goes 
at her work. In no other way can Christmas 
be made into’ anything but a burden for her. 

To begin with, she should typewrite her 
list of relatives and, friends some evening a 
good while before Christmas, putting in every 
one to whom she expects to. send so much 
as a postcard. This once done, a big, weight 
will be off her mind, for there will be no 
sickening. remembrance at the last minute 
that some one was forgotten. 

After that, siie should begin to choose, 
mentally, the gift she detires to give to each 
one and write it down after name. Ina 
little while the Hist will shop its definite 
outline, ready to work —_

Buy Little at a Time. 


Now for the actual buying. This must be 
accomplished little by little. using the precious 
minutes of the luncheon hour, for the most 
part. ‘Better bring a sandwich and an apple 
from home during the weeks before Christ- 
mas, eat’them at the office, and be ready in 
fifteen minutes to be off to the shops. 

Of course you will not. have the time to 
linger over the counter and make and unmake 
your mind a dozen times, but the busy sales- 
women will be ready to bless you that you 
can’t. Choose quickly—your list in your hand 
—and as soon as a purchiisé is madé, check 
that name off your list. 

You will be surprised to see. when you go 
at the subject in a Dusinesslike menner, how 
soon quite a large amount of Christmas buy- 
ing. hurried though it may be, can Te accom- 
plished.

ew another point. As fast as you bring 
your gifts home, wrap them up. paste on the 
Christmas labels. tle them with your.red and 
green ribbons and get them aj! ready for 
mailing. ‘You can do this in the evening 
after dinner. and if you do a few ;ifts each 
day the entire lot may be gotten ready with 
seemingly little effort. Address and stamp 
your postcards, and snap a-rubber band 
around them until you are ready to mail them. 

Now don’t get the idea that this plan, which 
seems cold and businesslike for so delight- 
fully sentimental a thing as Christmas giving, 
will spoil your Christmas. On the contrary 
if you can sit down on Christmas eve and 
say to yourself that every one has been re- 
membered, thet your gifts are gl] meiled or 
delivered. and that you yourself are not tired 
out and miserably cross as you were last 
Christmas. it will be well worth while. You'll 
have evinced more of the’ true Christmas 
spirit In getting ready for the holiday in a 
sensible way.than if you had rushec ur to 
the last minute with no definite plan or pur- 


pose. 


So much for the actual getting and sending 
of the gifts. Now let us talk a little about 
the gifts themselves. 

First of all,.a business girl ought never to 
try to make her own gifts. Even if she can 
embroider and sew and hems‘itch finely her 
eyes are too precious for such work She 
is sure to attempt too much—that sofa pililow 
was too lovely to resist. or mother has always 
wanted a set of doilies—you know the ex- 
cuses. The consequence is that\her health 
suffers, and health, to the business girl is 
her biggest If you are not/well you 
can’t do good work. If you can’t do good 
work you won't keep your position. It’s fust 
as simple and as straight as that. Let the 
stay-at-home sister make the sofa pillows 
and the doilies, and you save your éyes and 
nerves. It’s making a mockery of Christmas 
to. give gifts which cost you so dearly. 

“As to the other form of extravagance, 
money—since you must buy your gifts and not 
make them—a word of caution is again neces- 
sary. Few people are. so foolish as to ex- 
pect a girl whois earning her own living 
to send expensive and elaborate gifts. Quite 
the contrary. Therefore. let your gifta be 
within your means. A 5 cent pocket mirror 
which she can use eyery day will please your 
friend better than dn opera bag which she will 
use perhaps twice a year. A patent can 
opener bought for 15 cents In the department 
store basement and sent with a joking note 
will bea perfect treasure to Aunt Sara off 
in the country and a great deal more appre- 
clated than’ a padded silk coat hanger which 
she will never use. If you can tacka gay little 
jingle to your trifling gift. it wil! take more 
real Christmas with’ it than the expensive 
present Emeogers by a formal card.

Last of all, let me say to’ the business gir

Inventions Drove’ Good Friends: 

Miss King traces the early inventions 
which have helped women through the hand 
loom, thé power loom, to the epoch of spin- 
ning and weaving machinery. hese in- 
ventions did more to relieve slaving’ drudgery 
than all the improvements up to that time,’’ 
she says, and she carries the thought~up 
through the invention of the sewing machine 
to the milk separator and other implements 
which. have put the dairies on a big scale 
and driven women out of them. As to 
woman's present inventions, while they are 
insignificant, comparatively, there is some 
encouragement in a comparison of things in- 
vented by both sexes, according to examples 
which Miss King has selected. 

A few weeks ago a patent was issued to 
&.woman in Cuba for an attachtiient to a 
woman’s hat, the attachment being a reser- 
voir shaped to fit around the crown of the 
hat and hold water, whereby fresh cut 
flowers’ might be used for ornamentation, 
and by being kept in water would not wilt 
for some time. No proyision was made 
against the possible tilting of the head, which 
would spill the water out of the reservoir. 

Another was an invention to prevent snor- 
ing, this being a tube like an ear trumpet. 
which extends from the mouth to the ear of 
the snorer, by whith the noise is supposed to 
be carried to his own sense of hearing and 
wake him up.

Women Not All Impractical. 


Over against these there are many practi- 
cal inventions by women, the best of which 
are to lessen household labor, to aid efficiency 
and economy in stoves and furnaces, and to 
hélp in‘caring for sick peonle and children. 
There are money testing devices and type- 
writer appliances and improved car couplers, 
though none of them are widely known. The 
only really “* great ’’ invention to the credit of 
a woman is the discovery of the process of 
hardening or fempéring copper, long consid- 
ered one of the lost arts. For years the in- 
ventors worked at this secret, and the one 
to discover the hidden mystery was a woman. 
Patents were granted to her between two 
and three years ago, and the uses of the

Work Parallels Her Emancipation. 

That the increase in her work and the va- 
riety of subjects to which she has turned her 
attention have been paralie! to her “* emanci- 
pation,”’ Miss King points out by comparing 
this list of her late inventions with the slow. 
progress she made during the first sixty 
years of the patent laws. The patent! office 
.was organized in 1799. a i patent 
grantéd to a woman was in issued to 
Mary Keyes for straw weaving with silk or 
thread. The second patent granted to a 
woman wes in 1815, the third in 1819, the 
fourth in 1822. After that, for ten years, one 
patent a year was granted to women. 

For. the next twenty years two patents a 
year were granted to them. From 1887 til! 
1862. four patents a year were granted to 
women. In 1862 one patent a month was 
issued to the “ fair inventors.'’ In 1867 three 


~ patents a month were being iseued to women 


inventors,in 1872 seven patents a month and 
in 1885 twelve patents a month were the 
average. At present there is an average of 
fifty patents being issved to women. 

“When it is considered that it is only a 
little while that it has been thought neces- 
sary to give girls an education equal to that 
of boys and that women aré only just begin- 
ning to work along every line # looks ae if 
these figures mfgnht leap to any bounds during 
the next ten or twenty years,” ts the conclu- 
sion — by this patent attorney.

Phenomenon of 


Steel Furnace. 
By Wilton M’Kay. 


BELTING an ingot of stéel in a fur- 

nace, the center of the metal becomes 

fluid and flows out of the white hot 

steel] shell first, so that if suddenly 

cooléd in this melting process the 
original ingot shows a carbonized hard shell 
out of which the greater part of its steel con- 
tents had disappeared. 


G. P. Blackiston accidentally discovered 
this seemingly new departure from the rec- 
ognized laws of physics while experiment- 
ing with steel scrap in Pittsburg. That first 


observation, however, was while he was ex 


perimenting with a new type of oll furnace, 
and when doubt of this smelting fact was 
satisfied, still the doubters held that it was 
the type of furnace that produced the phe 
nomenon. 

But, to prove that the ol! furnace had noth- 
ing to do with the fact, Blackiston has used 
ail kinds of iron and steel scrap aad all kinds 
#f fuel adapted to the smelting process. 
Crucibles, open hearth, and special furnaces” 
were tried with other than oil fuel, and in-" 
variably Blackiston found that the melting 
metals escaped from their shells long before 
the shells ‘themselves were reduced to Hawid | 
states. 

Iron, as was to be expected, iianintas w 
higher degree of heat than does the steel. 
Drawing the partially melted scrap, how- 
ever, masses of hollow shells were found 
melted together on the outside until they had 
to be broken apart, yet with centers emp- 
tied of the metal which first was reduceé to 
liguid state. That such results were pro- 

red in any and all kinds of furnaces has 
been accepted as proof.that steel melts first 
in the center of the ingot—something that a 
year ago would have been scoffed at if pre- 
sented as a statement made before any engt- 
neering body. 

As to the explanation of thé “discovery, 
Biackiston holds that as the stee! heats from 
the outside. the outside of the ingot becomes 
carbonized to an extent, protecting it from 
the heat... This carbonized shell absorbs the 
heat to the interior content while itself holds 
out longest against the melting effect of the 
heat.

For sixteen years the boy has been pre- 
pared. At the end of that time comes the 
crisis, and he chooses or has chosen 
for him the kind of work that he is to do. 
And ft is in the choosing thet the boy is 
made or lost. 

It is to be written seriously that there is 


not. énough care taken {n the ‘choosing. 
Every trade, every profession, every line of 
occupation in the world has its long lst of 
misplaced ones, ineffic! maintaining a 
pitiful struggte to hold their own in work 
for which they absolutely are unfitted.. The 


offices of the country are full of them. The 


trades likewise. Pick out a.man who has 
failed dismally, and seven times out of ten 
he is a man who started wrong. Pick out 
your successful ones, and no matter, whether 
their success be the mastery of a craft or the 
mastery of money, they are men who started 
right, who are in the line where they be- 
long. The master craftsman, be hea painter 
of pictures or a lathe hand ina machine shop, 
always is the man. who fits his.work, never 
the one who “ belongs in another line."" The 
boy who starts where he bélongs is the one 
who has a chance for success. 
That the field of choice to the thousands 
is limited ig true, The average boy begins 
to work because he has got to; because he 
must make his own living. The question 
with him is not, Can I get the right thing? 
but Can I getanything? Yet at the same time 
it is practically as easy to break into one 
kind of work as another of the same grade, 
and with care and thought the task of find- 
ing the right work for the right boy is not 
impossible.

Help Intended for Both. 


The parent who lets his son- start “ any- 
where” without regard to the boy’s fitness 
for the place has failed to that extent in his 
duty as aparent. It is to help the boy and hie 
parent as much as possible in making the 
right choice that these ‘articles are written. 
No one realizes better than the writer the 
difficulties that often lie in the way of mak- 
ing a good start. His knowledge of these 
things comes from years of bitter experience 
in fumbling for the right work after a wrong 
start. But these difficulties often are noth- 
ing but ignorance of conditions as they exist 
in different lines of work. ° 

A trade is the grade which the average 


. boy must look forward to in this day of the 


specialist in manual labor. Good or bad as 
trade conditions may be in the country at 
present the fact remains that the city boy 
who starts working because he must work 
has a place in some trade waiting for him as 
his destiny. Five boys go into the trades 
where one finds other occupation, and this 
in spite of the idea that ‘“‘nobody learns a 
trade any more.” As a result it is trades 
that are most important, and it is with them 
that we shall dea! firat. 
What trade shall I learn?

Many Try: Few Stick. 


It is safe to say that when the average 
boy asks himself this question his mind turns 
first of all to machines and machinery. This 
circumstance is testified to by the fact that 
more boys begin to learn the machinist's 
trade than any other, though the trade is 
far from the largest in point of numbers 
employed. It is estimated that four young 
tien work at the trade at one time or another 
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to every journeyman who finds employment 


in it, a condition that testifies to the predi- 


“If every Boy who tackles this trade’staid 


at it there would be over a million and a haif 


mechinists in the country,” said an official 


‘of the local machinists’ organization, speak- 


ing to the writer in reply to a request forjnis 
opinion of his trade. s ’ 
As it ‘ts, there are something over’ 300,000 
of them, 18,000 of whom are in Chicago, 
“The reason so many try it is because it’s 
easy to get in,'’ continued the official.. ** The 
reasons why they don't stick at it are various. 
The best one is, they find something better 
to do. “They don't khow anything about 
the trade when they begin...Two years later 
they do. ‘Then often they look for something 


else. You can’t say that they Have wasted 


their time, because they've got a little know!l- 
edge of tools and machinery, but they have 
spent two years which they might have ap- 
plied in learning something they vrould stick 
to. Boys. choukin’t enter this or any other 
trade unless they mean to learn it thoroughly, 
and they shouldn’t mean to learn a trade un- 
less they know whether they're going to lke 
it, and whether they are fitted for it. 

“In considering the machinist’s trade a boy 
ought to know these things: That the trade ig 
not an overcrowded ane for a good workman; 
that a first class machinist can find work 
almost any place in the country at any time 
of the year; that this is an age of machinery, 
and the machinist is needed everywhere, from 
the roundhouse of a prairie rallroad junction 
to the basement of a city skyscraper, and 
from the ordinary machine shop to the bot- 
tom of a mine or the ehigine room of a torpedo 
boat. The machinist practically is at the 
bottom. of the country’s industry, for in- 
dustry nowadays means machines. 


* 
Work for the Strong. 


“On the other hand, the boy should know 
that it is a trade that ie apt to prove trying 
to the health. While the work is not, per- 
haps, as hard as some, the machinist usually 
works in hot, dusty quarters, the air he 
breathes is full of metal particles, and he’s 
got to be pretty strong to stand it without 
suffering.. Tuberculosis is one of the things 
that kill him, and the boy with weak lungs 
positively should not touch the trade. It 
ranks well up near the top of the dangerous 
trades, though accidents to machinists usu- 
ally are of a minor nature. 

‘‘ It is not a well paid trade as trades go 
nowadays, and the would-be beginner should 
know that the average machinist wages in 
the United States is only 35 cents an hour for 
a nine hour day. As to the opportunities it 
offers they are first class for the boy with 
a mechanical bent of mind, a fair education, 
especially in mathematics, and an ambi- 
tion to do something.. From his $18 a week 
the journeyman machinist may rise to $18,000 
@ year as a superintendent, but of course 
the average man won't and can’t. In all 
probability he will just make a living, and 
not a particularly good one at that.

A long, narrow library table cover of green 
burlap with conventiona! poppies on slender 
leather stems running from the ends is pretty 
and requires no sewing or burning. Cut an 
inch strip of leather as long as the narrow 
width of the cover, paste about six inches 
from the end, and run the stems of your de- 
sign from that, having three to each end. 
about five or six inches long, with the center 
one a little longer. The length of your cover 
must govern this. 

Very small scraps of two inches can be cut 
into leaf shapes and formed into clusters of 
five, that either stand erect on long stems 
of rope silk running to the edge of the table 
cover or pillow, or that droop gracefully and 
form little trees. A succession of these 
forming a circle with the leaves curving in 
and stems twining or overlapping make 
pretty little lamp mats or round pillow tops. 

By using care in cutting out your designs 
every scrap can be used. 

Tops of long gloves that have first been 
cleaned can be used instead of new suede 
skins, and probably a greater variety of 
colors procured and lighter colors used for 
the pillows.’ A heavy silk would be better for 
pillows when used in connection with the kid 
gloves, and down pillows would be the best 
filling, but excelsior can be used successfully 
in the burlap covers, as the material is not 
smooth enough to be used as a head rest at 
any time and the excelsior makes a plump 
stiff pillow appropriate to this material.

Recipes for Christmas Candies; 
Making F ondant Most Important. 


By ADDIE FARRAR. 


One woman who lives in a north shore 
guburb and has a large list of acquaintances 
remembers them all every Christmas with 
a holly ribbon tied box of home made can- 
dies, ‘delicious sorte made by herself. She 
buys a lot of fancy boxes of all kinds and 
then starts in to fill thagm with her candles, 
and these boxes of conféctionery are looked 
eagerly forward to each year by the re 
cipients. 

“It's easy to make fancy candies,” she 
sald recently, “if one only learfs first the 
art of making fondant, the foundation of all 
eream candies. I make mine by putting two 
cupfuls of grauulated sugar and a pinch of 
cream of tartar Into a kettle which cooks 
evenly all over the bottom, and then pour 
over this half a cupful of water. This sirup 
must boil without being stirred until it will 
form a soft ball when dropped intoice water. 

** When it has reached this point I turn it 
out on to a large platter or, better still, a 
marble slab (1 have the top of an old marble 
topped table) which has been lightly greased. 
Watch carefully and when it is cold enough 
to bear your fingers. stir it rapidly with a 
wooden spoon until a 
formed; then dust the bread board lightly 


for three or four hours before beginning to 
make your fancy candies—your chocolate 
creams, nut and ere ae rolie.”

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Another fine candy is made by taking smal] 
balls of the fondant flavored with Vanilla 
and filled with chopped cherries and. rolling 
them in maple fondant, meited slightly. 

This maple fondant be made the same 
way as the white fon by using two cup- 
fuls of.brown sugar, one cupful of maple 
sirup, one cupful/of hot water, a pinch of 
cream of tartar, the only difference in the 
process being that maple fondant requires 
longer beating to make it creamy. Al) sorts 
of flavoring may be added to the white 
fondant—rose, peppermint, lemon, almond, 
etc. 

If one does not care to make fondant there 
are other Christmas candies made easily 
and quickly. Panocha is nice and is made 
by stirring one pound of brown sugar and 
half a cupful of cream until it boils and 
forms a soft ball when dropped into cold 
water. As you take }t from the fire drop 
into it a pint of pecan nuts. stirring until 
the sugar ie grenuilated.

Helpful Hints. 
Folding Hat Box: 


Materials required: Patent folding hatbox, 
two yards printed chintsz, or cretonne, two 
yerds india silk, four sheets white sheet 
wadding, .four yards inch and a half ribbon, 
embroidery silk, satchet powder, and paste. 

The box may be obtained from almost any 
up to date city miliner. Paste instead of 
basting. Use pins as you woulé tacks to 
hold the work in place while planning and 
while paste is drying. Buy material with 
small pattern, as it will cut to better advan- 
tage. Do the outside first, covering with a 
half thickness of wadding. This will con- 
ceal the roughness of the pinholes in the 
finished work. Place the center of the pat- 
tern on the center of cover, bottom, and un- 
folded sides of the box. Open diagonally 
opposite corners of the box, where the box- 


‘maker glued it, and cut the chintz, which 


covers the four upright sides-of the box, in 
two oblong pieces. The raw edge will go 
inside the box at the open corners, into the 
top of the box, and under the box at the 
bottom. Now repaste the corners. 

Make the lining on thin cardboard to fit 
each space, namely: One for inside of cover, 
one for each unfolded side, and one for the 
bottom of the inside of the box. The lining 
of the folded sides st be “ managed “ to 
insure the box folding as compactly as be- 
fore covering. Ir making the Mnings cover 
cardboard with sheet wadding into which 
sprinkle a little sachet powder, and then 
cover with the silk, pasted roughiy on the 
wrong side. Line the folding sides first, let- 
ting raw edges extend and be pasted on to 
the unfolded sides and bottom, but be neat- 
ly finished at the top. Fit in and paste the 
remaining linings, made as above directed. 

Cover one more square of cardboard with 
chints for the bottom of the box, paste it 
on to the box, and finish with sewing. Sew 
with embroidery silk, of color to match the 
Mning, going straight around the bottom 
edge with an even stitch, and, taking the 
same needle holes, work back again, which 
will give a workmanlike finish of cross stitch. 
The cross stitch finish may be carried up 
the sides to insure durability, if desired. 

One set of ribbons should be put through 
the original incisions, which held the strings 


of the pastetjard box, and of course through | 


corresponding incisions in the c 
must be pasted firmly to the Inside of the 
box, before the lining is putin. This set of 
ribbons, when, tied, holds the box in shape 
when the hat is in it. . Another set of rib- 
bons fastened to the bottom of the box be- 
fore doing the cross stitch sewing, should 
be long enough to hold box and cover to- 
gether when folded for packing in the trunk 
and to make an attractive finish, in an orna- 
mental bow on the cover. 
. This same idea may be carried out more 
inexpensively in paper, using heavy ornamen- 
tal paper for outside and crépe paper inside, 
but the result ia not as durable. kh.

Aprons. 


Aprons which are both dainty, practical, 
and will launder satisfactorily can be easily 


‘made from dotted swiss. Use any nice shape, 


either réund, square, or in strips ae desired. 
One and a quarter yards will cut two aprons 
of a nice, round shape to best advantage. 
Make a narrow hem either by machine or 
hand. Sew on lace and insertion or just lace 
as desired. Then take mercerized washing 
floss (any color, medium sized, or India) and 
treat the dots in the swiss the same as you 
would holes stamped for eyelet work. That 
is, run your thread around the dot, cut it 
out just the same as for regular eyelet work, 
then work in the usual eyelet stitch. By 
following the dots carefully you can form 
many different designs with them, such as 
squares or half squares; diamonds or ha 

diamonds; solid rows of eyelet holes or a 
plain white dot, then an eyelet hole. In fact, 
as many different designs as your fancy will 
suggest. A pretty design is to make a row 
of diamonds in the eyelet holes across the 
aprom, then leave a row or twoof plain white 
dots, then make another row of eyelet dia- 
monds. On the white swiss the blue or pink 
eyelet holes make an attractive appearance. 
Featherstitch with your colored floss over 
the hem letting your stitches come a little 
over onto your lace. Make a smal! pocket 
with a portion of the eyelet design you have 
in’ your apron. On it then featherstitch this 
pocket om -Make the top band of the@ pron 
of finished embrotdery beading. Run ribbon 
the same color as your floss through this 
beading. Put fancy bows of the same on the 
pocket and at the waist, near the side of the 
apron, The eyelet work is best done on swiss 
which has large sized dots. The small sized 
dotted swiss can be worked solid, using the 
dots for your padding, and the same designe 
can be worked equally as well and give fully

The following instructions for making a 
collar in Irish crochet wil) be found simple 
and explickt. The filling, which is usually the 
most intricate part of Irish crochet, is in the 
accompanying design unnecessary on ac-- 
eount of the excellent and novel idea of mak- 
ing a crochet foundation in imitation of filet 
net. The latter being in such favor at pres- 
ent, a representation of it in Irish crochet 
ought to become exceedingly popular. 

Materials—Irish crochet lade thread, skein 
of padding thread, fine crochet needle. 

Foundation—Make a chain length of collar 
band required, say about 14 inches. Turn by 
taking the last six stitches of chain and 
joining them with 1 tr. to the ninth stitch of 
chain from needle. This forms a smal 
square. 3 ch. 1 tr. Into the third stitch on 
line of chain underneath, counting from the 
tr. just made, repeat until the chain is taken 
up under small squares. Turn 6 ch. 1 tr. into 
second tr. underneath. Work 8 ch. 1 tr. into 
each of the row of tr. underneath. Repeat 
until the collar is made to the required depth. 
. To raise the points—Work about 46 squares 
from one end of collar band. Do 1 tr. (with 
out 3 ch. between) into the next tr. under- 
neath; this forme halfasq. Turn 3 ch. 1 tr. 
{to diminish) into third last tr. made; 3 ch. 
1 tr. into each tr. underneath until you come 
to within 18 sqs. of the end of collar band. 
Turn 1 tr. (without 8 ch. between) into next 
tr. on underneath row. Turn 8 ch. 1 tr. into 
third last tr. made. Continue 8 ch. 1 tr. into 
each tr. underneath until you come to end of 
row. Do 1 tr. (without 3 ch. between) into 
next tr. underneath. Turn 83 ¢h. 1 tr. into 
third last tr. made and continue thus dimin- 
ishing at both sides until the number of sqs. 
ig reduced to four. 

For the shamrocks—Begin the cluster at 
the point of collar band first. Take 6 or 9 
strands (according to thickness of stem re- 
quired) of padding thread to form cord. Work 
25 de. over the padding cord. Divide p. c. into 
8 parts. Take 1 part for center shamrock.

Putting trimming bands on an old skirt wil]

An attractive house gown, or negligee, can 
sometimes be made from an afternoon gown 
of voile, cashmere, or other similar material. 
Of course, it must be entirely ripped apart, 
threads carefully picked out, cleaned, If 
necessary, and then one is ready for the re- 
modeling. There will doubtless have to be 
some other material used to piece out with, 
and where it is possible something one al- 
ready has should be utilized. It is a doubt- 
ful economy to make any garment over if 
much money has to be spent for new ma- 
terials to do it with. Where one can do the 
work one’s self and not have to expend much 
money on it the making over of any garment 
that needs it is a great saving as well as a 
great satisfaction. 

Home sewers often experience great diffi- 
culty In putting a blouse into a band or girdle. 
The work in reality is easy to do and do ac- 
curately. Perhaps one has a waist which is 
put into a band of some kind and is satisfac- 
tory; if so, the measurements can be taken 
from it; if not, then it will be necessary to 
have one's front, back, and under the arm 
measures taken. These are taken from the 
neck to the waist dine, the norma! Mine. 

* * 


Measure these different lengths on thé waist 
which is being made and subtract from the 
measures the depth of the belt or girdle at 
the various points. Put pins in to mark the 
lengths. Then find out the width across the 
back at the waist line, measuring betwe i 
the under arm seams. Pin the waist to the 
belt, then in the middle of the back, and the 
measure across the back should already have 
been pinned on the band, each side of the 
middle back. Pin the waist to the band at 
the under arm seams, of course pinning in 
the places where the back width is marked. 
The fullness which comes at the waist line of 
the waist is laid in backward, turning plaits 
close to the ‘middie.

Before the waist is attached to the band at 
all, creased lines—perfectly straight from one 
point to another—should be made from one 
measured point to another, and it is on this 
‘fine that the blouse is pinned to the band. 
* Pin the blouse to the band smooth, for a dis- 
tance of three and one-half inches, or nearly 
that, measuring towarde the front from the 

under arm seams. 

The middle of the blouse is pinned to the 
middie of the band and the fullmess each side 
is gathered and arranged evenly, being care- 
ful not to mass more in the center. The 
biouse will set perfectly and will need no 
altering if these directions are accurately 
followed.

A number of hoteles will only admit 
a woman -when she is accompanied by a mas- 
culine relative or by another woman and lug- 
gage, unless her appearance gives unmistak- 
- able evidence of:good social position, or un- 
less her rooms have been engaged bBefore- 
hand by wire or by letter. This rule is found 
to be a wise one, and a young woman travel- 
ing alone can hardly show herself too dis- 
creet in her hote] manner. 

On arriving at a hotel where she is known, 
or where her parents or friends have ar- 
ranged for her to stay, she first asks if she 
can be accommodated with the number of 
rooms she requires at the price she wishes 
to pay, signs the regisrer, writing her name 
as it appears on her visiting card. Beyond 
or below her name she adds as address only 
the name of the city or country locality in 
which she resides. | 

The woman who spends a few days or a few 
weeks alone at a hotel may entertain her 
friends as much as she pleases and enjoy 
great liberty without exciting commente 
However, if she enjoys the use of a private 
sitting room and if she entertains a mascu- 
line friend or relative as her caller or guest 
at dinner, she muet not invite him into her 
private sitting room unless she is provided for 
the occasion with a chaperon. If while stay- 
ing at a hotel she is invited out todine, dance, 
or go to the theater, she should: make it a 
point to return to her rooms, if possible, be- 
fore midnight, and when dining alone at her 
hotel she can suitably order her meal by 7 
o’clock if not before. A woman who dines 
alone at the fashionable hour between 7:30 
and 8:30 at a large hote] will find herself an 
unpleasantly conspicuous figure.

Mr. Walmsley has nothing "to do with any abstruse 
calculation ‘conrected with the possible successor of 
man on earth any mofe than to say that man will have 
a successor and that this future king of the earth will 
be an insect.

ID Prof. Jay G. Rodgers, who is said to 
have told the Japanese that he came from 
the University of Chicago, really plunge 
into the crater of Japan's Mount Asama, 
dangling from a single rope, on Aug. 24, 
19097 Did he offer himself as a sacrifice 
to the angry flames of an earthly hell 
for the advance of science, as well. as for 

the heroic purpose of banishing the mystic and suicidal 
lure of Asama to the soul wrought youth of Japan? 

Or, on the other hand— 

. Did Prof. Rodgers merely crawl safely and sanely 
down the slope leading to the crater, halting short of 
plunging therein? Did he peer into the sulphuric 
depths—at a distance where danger was not imminent 
-—for the gake of gaining “atmosphere” as the basis 
of self-exploiting accounts in the newspapers? 

This is a situation which has set the city of Yo- 
kohanra in an uproar and which in its aspeets resem- 
bles the familiar Gook-Peary controversy over the 
discovery of the north pole. Prof. Rodgers, support- 
ed by members of the party that accompanied him to 
the burning summit of Mount Asama, stoutly main- 
tains that he met and vanquished every hasard de- 
scribed in the original accounts of his feat. Strange- 
ly, and here the resemblance of the affair to the Cook- 
Peary wrangle is most striking, his principal opponent 
is a fellow American. The latter is Dr. Clay MacCau- 
ley, the well known Boston author and missionary.

Newspapers Follow the Opposition. 

“A scramble over an ill smelling slope of scoria ” 
is the terse, biting manner in which Dr. MacCauley 
sums up Dr. Rodgers’ accomplishment in a published 
statement. He also brings to the front photographs 
intended to prove that the descent was a “tame” af- 
fair. 

In a spurt the newspapers of Yokohama have fol- 
lowed the lead of Dr. MacCauley in decrying the 
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ment proved satisfactory and successful far beyond 
our highest expectations. In addition to what we had 
expected we were favored with four grand explosions 
while on the rim of the crater. Had the crater been 
filled with lava and flowed down the side of the moun- 
tain it would not have been an exhibition equal to 
what we saw.

The person in charge of the bureau of adjustment 
must ‘have, if the expression -will. be permitted, a mis- 
cellaneous temperament. _He must combine the shrewd- 
‘mess of the detective with. the intuition of a woman, 
the hard-headedness of a business man, and the mathe- 
matical astuteness of an .expert “‘figgerer.” If he has 
not all these qualifications the. chances are that he will 
on divers occasions find himself, as the old and express- 
ive expression has it,.“ up.a tree.”

On the other hand, however, goods that are re- 
turned have had no business out of the store, nor 
would they have gone had the store management sus- 
pected the reason underlying the order. 

Elaborate hats, with plainly discernible pin marka, 
and other signs indicating wear, are returned because 
they didn’t “suit.” Gawns with well defined creases 
under the arms, redolent of: milady’s favorite perfume, 
come back because they did not “fit, and anyhow I 
don’t want that kind of a dress.” Waists, soiled as to 
collar and with pinholes in the belt, belts stretched out 
of shape, collars that bear all the marks of having had 
a hard wearing or two, and even lingerie, soiled and 
bedrabblied—“ but it’s. just like I bought it”—come 
trailing back into the hands of the return clerks, who 
refuse to réceive them, and are finally cast billowing 
dilapidatedly on the counter before the final, court of 
appeals man, who has ‘ “~ it out.

Bureau Receives Bulky Cargo.

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About & per cent of all the goods sold by eet 
cago stores are returned. 

This means a total yearly joss of about $16,000. 

The number of returns daily average 160 had a 
store. 

This makes the yearly number average over 
376,000. 

The losses most felt by the stores are those 
which must be sustained when furniture is returns. 
and. when goods that have been bought by .-the 
yard must be. consigned to the remnant counter. 
The furniture is often scratched on its. way to and 
from the store, which necessitates repolishing, this 
taking the effort of experienced men who. mer be 
paid for their work. 

Goods eold as remnants can never bring the entie 
price they did originally. Often they are not sold 
at all, as there is rarely enough in a remnant for 
the purpose for which @ buyer wants it, | 

Oftentimes lingerie that is returned is dusty and 
must therefore be sold at a discount Gecausé it is. 
soiled. 

Suits and gowns, coming back to the store, must 
be repressed and thoroughly looked over ‘ before 
they can again be placed on sale. 

The delivery wagons of the various etores 
answer practically 800 return calls a day per store. 
Many of these, however, are to get goods senf out 
on approval, no definite sale having been mane, 

In every store there is a bureau of adjustment 
or a “complaint” department, where a number of. 
people are kept. busy answering those who announce 
either personally or over the telephone that they 
are dissatisfied with their purchases and “want 
their money back.” 

This means extra help and extra telephones. 

Scattered through the store are subsidiary desks 
where goods from each department are returned— 
each to its Wepartment. There are usually two 
girls at each desk. | 

As a rule people who return goods do it be good 
faith, but there are those who have what is known 
by the store people as “the return goods habit.” 
This consists of apparently taking garments or 
‘whatever the purchase may be in good faith, get- 
ting some usé out of it, and then sending it back, 
declaring that they have not used it and that they 
have decided it is not what they want.

Chiefs Ho'd Different Views. 


That is Chief Steward’s opinion of the 

iden rule in police work, Chief Kohler dif- 
re. He not only maintains that the golden 
rule is a feasible police rule, but the Cleve- 
land police department is a living, working 
demonstration of his theories practically ap- 
plied. He says: 

“There is more reformative law in the 
simple words of the golden rule than in all 
the statute books In the world. Ever since lI 
became chief Cleveland’s police department 
has been working under the golden rule, and 
the rule has stood the test with wonderful 
success. The fact that scores of cheap law- 
yers and professional bondsmen have been 
@riven from the courts during this time be- 
cause they could no longer make a living 
there, that all the gambling houses in the 
city have been closed, the red lights extin- 
guished in the tenderloin district, and crime 
and disorder of ali Kinds steadily on the de- 
crease, indicates the working value of the 
rule, and the seed has not yet sprouted that 
will grow into the tree out of which will be 
. made a cradle for the baby who in manhood 
and as mayor of Cleveland will reverse my 
Policy and go backgo the old barbaric _meth- 
ods. The golden rule in police work is the 
most practical thing in the world.”’

Disorderly houses are repressed by’ piac- 
ing @ patrolman at the door with a pad and 
pencil to take down the names of visitors to 
the place. Criminals and lawbreaxers of all 
kinds are not treated as enemies of society 
and beyond the pale of society's decent con- 
sideration. , 

The unfortunate man or woman who comes 
into the police toils is looked upon as a 
brother or sister who has m:.de an error. 

These are the things that Chiet steward 
Saye a police chief may not do, because they 
are against the law. 

“Firet and above all a police chief is 
appointed to enforce the law,’’ said the cnief, 
explaining his reasons for denying the avail- 
ability of the golden rule in his department. 
“He is in office merely because certain 
Jaws exist and their enforcement requires 
his direction. Now if he does his work in 
@ manner different'from that prescribed by 
the statutes he is breaking the law himse! f, 
& reprehensible example for the community. 

“For instance, when Chief Kohler picks 
drunken and disorderly people up and sends 
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them home in carriages he b ks the law, 
because the law orders that su@apeople shall 
be arrested. When he keeps tab on the vis- 
itors to a disorderly house he goes beyond the 
proper duties of his office, and in every case 
where he constitutes himself a judge instead 
of an enforcer of. the law he is guilty of not 
fulfilling his sworn duties. 

“While from all reports I understand that 
Chief Kohler is @m able man I absolutely 
don’t believe in h’s golden rule idea. Lam 
here to enforce laws as I find them, notto be 
a juce>. If I fall to do this, and if I do any- 
thing voiherwise than the law directs I break 
the law and should be removed. A chief of 
police above all things should obey the law 
himself. The golden rule doesn’t go in Chi- 
cago.” 

In Cleveland, however, it goes, and Kohler 
insists that it will go anywhere that a chief 
is daring and original enoughtotry it. Koh- 
ler has come up from the ranks, knows prac- 
tical police work from the bottom to the top, 
and the country is beginning to give heed to 
his words. A few years ago he was walking 


a beat at the edge ofthecity. A blond haired, 
gray eyed, and straight legged patrolman, he 
had a feeling of pride in his personal appear- 
ance and his business. Nibbling at grocery 
stores, browsing at fruit stands, and lunching 
On sausage and cheese at hospitable saloons 
were not, in his view, the perquisites of his 
employment. So he kept slim, keen and 
active. He is even so today after going 
through all the grades from sergeant to 
chief, mostly and unavoidably in swivel 
chairs and at desks in off ves.

Kohler Give Own Story. 

He tells in his own way how and why he 
came to see the value of the golden rule to 
the police. 

‘The explanation,” says he, ** will require 
some reference to my individual history. At 
the start, however, let me say thatthe go:den 
rule in itself had no part in compelling me 
finally to believe that police methods évery- 
where throughout the country were unsound 
economically and wholly ineffective in cer- 
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tain important directions. At the beginning l 
called my plan ‘a common sense policy of po- 
lice operations.’ The wordg ‘ golden rule’ 
are not expressive and are misleading. lam 
no missionary and my aims are professional 
and not evangelistic. 

“Twenty years ago I came to thé police 
force asapatrolman. I was young, but! was 
ambitious and proud of my position. At the 
end of six years | was a sergeant. In 1°03 
after having served as a lieutenant, a cap- 
tain, and the chief of detectives, | was given 
my present position. All the way up I had 
been observing and thinking. 

**In 1907 we made 80 000 arrests. 
per cent of the cases failed of conviction. Of 
the 16.000 persons held for intoxication, © 500 
were discharged in the police courts. Obvi- 
ously, my men were losing a great deal of 
time that might be spent in hunting thieves 
and in preventing crime. In November, 1907 
the policy, since called the golden rule sys- 
tem of police operations. took definite form 
in my mind. I put it in writing, and the day 
before Christmas I made it public. A week 
later It went into effect. I want to Bay that 
I had had no previous consultations with 
Mayor Tom L. Johnson. He was not in- 
formed as to my purposes. If I failed. I did 
not want him blamed: if I succeeded. I was 
willing he should have the credit. By the law 
of statistics, we should have made 32.000 ar- 
rests in 1908. and 35000 in 1008. Last year 
our arrests dropped to 10,000. This year they

Brand Not Placed on Prisoner. 


“If the man can walk he is sent home. 
If he can’t walk, and has money in his pocket 
and is willing to pay the bill, a conveyance 
is hired to take him home. When he is 
brought to a police station he is kept until 
sober and then released. However. we do 
not brand him by writing his name in the 
book of arrests 

“The day after I was sworn in as chief 
of police I had all the gamblers in the city 
come to my office. They were ordered to 
close their rooms at once. I gaves@ome of 
them twenty-four hours, and others a week 
in which to remove their machirery. It 
would be destroyed, I told them, if my in- 
structions were not obeyed. From that day. 
to this there has been no gambling in Cleve- 
land, except hidden games of poker between 
professional players. 

** Next, I sent for the proprietors of dis- 
orderly houses Names, I said, were to be 
scratched off of doors and red lights were to 
be extinguished, and all visible signs were 
to be removed instantly.
